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NEW-YORE’S DELEGATES TO THE 
CHICAGO CONVENTION. 
TWELVE ANTI-ARTHUR REPRESENTATIVES 
CHOSEN YESTERDAY—THE ADMINISTRA- 
TION BEATEN IN THE SEVENTEENTH 

DISTRICT. 


Kryeston, April 16.—Eighteen delegates, 
representing the Republicans of the Seventeenth 
Congressional District, met here to-day and fin- 
ished the good work of smashing the stalwart 
machine by electing as delegates to the National 
Convention the Hon. Thomas Cornell, of Kings- 
ton, and Duncan Ballantine, of Andes. Theodore 
Teale, of Greene County, called3the convention 
to order at 12:30 o’clock, and named Dr. Robert 
Loughran, of Kingston, Chairman. Secretaries 
were chosen and a Committee on Credentials ap- 
pointed. The latter had nothing to do except to 
report that there were no contesting delegations. 
No nominations were made, but the roll of dele- 
gate: was called and each named his choice for 
delegates to Chicago. Every delegate from 
Ulster and Delaware Counties voted for Messrs. 
Cornell and Ballantine. The four from Greene, 
who constituted the remnant of the machine in 
the convention, voted for Thomas Ferrier, of 
Catskill, and William R. Sheffield, of Saugerties. 
R. Hume Grant, of Delaware, was selected as an 
alternate for Mr. Ballantine, and Carey S. Con- 
nelley, of Esopus, was given a similar position 
for Mr. Cornell. 

After some discussion the representation in 
Congressional Conventions was changed so that 
Delaware will hereafter have six delegates in- 
stead of five,as at present. Ulster ‘will have nine 
and Greene, four as heretofore. The following 
Congressional Committee was appointed: Dela- 
ware—Abram C. Crosby, Charles G. Keator, Al- 
bert H. Sewell. Greene—John Colvin, T. G. Wal- 
ters, J. F. Joesbury. Ulster—Charles Bray, C. 
Meech Woolsey, William H. France. 

During the convention and immediately after 
the alternates were chosen the Chairman received 
aletter from Mr. Cornell in which that gentle- 
man, after thanking the convention for the honor 
conferred upon bim, said that as the representa- 
tive of the delegates he should go to Chicago 
“ without any determincd choice” of his own, 
burposing only to see that done which will be 

or the best interests of the party. ** I shall use 
my best efforts,’ wrote Mr. Cornell, “to have 

laced before the people as a candidate for Presi- 

ent a man broad in statesmanship, honest in 
purpose, of the people and for the people.” 
Although the canvass in the'Seventeenth District 
had been a spirited one, Mr. Cornell thought it 
had been harmonious—* one of the people and 
not of candidates.” “It has been the means,” 
continued Mr. Cornell, “of educating the masses 
to do their duty at the primaries, andI have no 
doubt will make the party stronger.” In con- 
clusion Mr. Cornell wrote that he should be glad 
to receive from his constituents such suggestions 
as would aid him in performing his duties, 

The overwhelming anti-Arthur majority in the 
convention made the proceedings as quiet as the 
most ardent advocate of harmony could wish. 
The only question creating any interest was that 
of increasing Delaware's representation. No ill- 
feeling was engendered, however. Gen. Sharpe 
was not present. Messrs. Cornell and Ballantine 
assert through their friends, as did the former 
through the above letter, that they are absolute- 
ly uncommitted to any candidate. It is believed, 
however, that both would like to see Mr. Ed- 
munads nominated. 
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THE TWENTIETH DISTRICT FOR 
BLAINE. 

ScHENECTADY, April 16.—The Twentieth 
Congressional District Republican Convention 
met atthe Union Opera-house in this city atl 
o’clock to-day, with full delegations from all the 

ve counties of Fulton, Hamilton, Montgomery, 
Baratoga, and Schenectady. B. B. Grippen, of 
Saratoga, was elected Chairman. Two sets 
of delegates were present from Montgomery 
County, one favoring the Hon. John H. Starin 
end the other the Hon. John Kellogg. A Com- 
mittee on Contested Seats was appointed, and it 
made a report, which was adopted, admit- 
ting the cliogs men.

Schenectady County ve 4 for John H. Starin 
and David A. Welisand 2for Kellogg and West. 
The result was Kellogg and West each 27, Wells 
11, and Starin 3. Kellogg and West were declared 
elected and ape power to choose their own al- 
ternates. The delegates are no doubt for Blaine, 
nithough Kellogg claims no preference as yet. 
Wells favors Edmunds and Starin is for Arthur. 


BLAINE MEN FROM THE TWENTY- 
FIFTH. 

Syracuse, April 16.—The Republican 
Congressional Convention for the Twenty-fifth 
District to select two delegates to the National 
Convention assembled in this city at noon to- 
day. The convention was called to order by O. 
0. Potter, Chairman of the District Committee, 
ané John. T. Skinner, of Baldwinsville, was ap- 
pointed Chairman. After effecting an organiza- 


tion the convention took a recess until 2 o’clock. 
The friends of the Administration have been 
busily engaged for the past week in endeavoring 
to induce the delegates from Cortland to 
demand that one of the delegates to Chi- 
cago should be given to them. The plan 
was to secure a stalwart delegate. After the re- 
cess to-day the Cortland delegates assembled at 
the Vanderbilt House for consultation, but failed 
to unite uvon any of the candidates presented. 
A ballot showed that the Administration faction 
was demoralized, and that the opposition had a 
clear majority inthe convention. Upon reas- 
sermbling the convention took a ballot for two 
delegates to Chicago. The whole number of 
votes cast was 145; necessary to a choice, 73. Car- 
roll E. Smith received 89; Henry L. Duguid, 108; 
Deios McGraw, 40; A. J. Kneeland, 5, and N. M. 
White, 42. Messrs. Smith and Duguid were declared 
duly elected. James Frazee, of Omondaga, and 
Robert Bushley, of Cortland, were chosen alter- 
nates. A motion to appoint an Elector was de- 
clared out of order by the Chairman on the 
ground that the call for the convention did not 
contemplate such action. Mr. W. B. Gallup, of 
Marcellus, offered the following: 

Resolved, That this convention of Republieans of the 

'wenty-fifth Congressional District of the State of 
New-York declares its first choice for President to be 
James G. Blaine, and its tirst choice for Vice-President 
to be Robert T. Lincoln, and that we request our dele- 
gates to the National Convention to use their best 
efforts for the nomination of Biaine and Lincoln.

THIRTY-FOURTH DISTRICT 
BLAINE. 

OLEAN, April 16.—The Republican Con- 
vention for the Thirty-fourth Congressional Dis- 
trict was held in Olean to-day. It was the first 
time that the three counties of Allegany. Cat- 
taraugus, and Chautauqua had been represented 
in one convention since the reapportionment, 
consequently there was only one certainty before 
the convention was called to order, and that 
was that Blaine was the favorite by at 
least two toone. Considerable bickering was in- 
dulged in before the substitutions had been 
made, when ex-Senator Norman M. Allen, of 
Dayton, was elected permanent Chairman. He 
made an admirable speech, counseling the Re-

rmony with each other for the election ofa 
Republican President this year. The votes on 
the first informal ballot were distributed among 
nine candidates for the two positions of dele- 
gates to the Chicago Convention. A motion for 
a viva voce vote to determine the choice 
of the convention for the Presidential 
nominee met with determined opposition 
from the followers of Arthur and munds, 
but it prevailed, and the result of the 
vote was as follows: Blaine, 90; Edmunds, 
43; Logan, 6; Arthur, 3; Lincoln, 1. Nearly 
every delegate who was a candidate for the 
Chicago Convention voted for Blaine, and after 
the vote an opportunity was given candidates 
not in the delegations to express their Presi- 
dential preference, which was taken advant- 
age of by several, all of whom favored 
Biaine. x-Senator L. B. Sessioms spoke of 
how he supported Blaine and Garfield in 1880, 
and withdrew from the candidacy. At the even- 
ing session the sense of the convention was de- 
clared to be in favor of Robert T. Lincoln 
for second place on the_ ticket -to 
be nominated at Chicago. On the first 
formal ballot Frank 8. Smith, of An- 
gelica, Allegany Connty, Vice-President of 
the Lackawanna and Pittsburg Railway, was 
elected a delegate to the Chicago Convention. 
The next bajlot resulted in the choice of Norman 
M. Alien for the other delegate. R.N. Marvin, 
of Jamestown, was nominated for Presiden- 
tial Elector. The Arthur and Edmunds 
men confidently expected to send Judge 
Scott, of Cattaraugus, to Chicago, but they 
were completely routed. There was little 
stalwart strength manifested, except in the 
Cattaraugus delegation. Both delegates to Chi- 
cago confessed themselves unqualifiedly for 
Blaine, and their alternates, J. 8. Whipple, of 
Salamanca, and J. B. Fisher, of Jamestown, are 
of the same faith. At 10:30 the delegations from 
the various counties are —— over the 
adoption of some plan for Congressional d'strict 
representation, with no prospect of arriving at a 
satisfactory conclusion. 


TWENTY-THIRD DISTRICT DOUBTFUL

The follow- 
ers of Dady and Daggett, although appar- 
ently having a majority of the 24 votes 
in the convention, lacked the courage to 
carry out the proposed programme of sending 
Senator Daggett, who does not live in the dis- 
trict, to Chicago.

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THE JEANNETTE SQUABBLE 


RIDICULOUS ATTEMPTS TO CAST 
ODIUM UPON DE LONG. 
DR. COLLINS’S COUNSEL ASKS NINDERMAN 
AND NOROS MANY ABSURD QUESTIONS— 
THE TWO SAILORS SPINNING YARNS. 

Wasuineron, April 16.—Ex-Judge Cur- 
tis, who is endeavoring to draw statements from 
the witnesses before the Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee that will justify Dr. Collins’s assertions. that 
Commander De Long, of the Jeannette, was 
cruel, unjust. and incompetent, again pro- 
voked laughter to-day in his desperate at- 
tempt to turn one of the statements of 
the witness Noros to account. Noros was 
asked whether he could recall an instance when 
Mr. Melville had been harsh. He thought a 
moment, and then remembered that one day, 
when he had gone down through the man-hole 
to stow some gear, leaving the man-hole open, 
Mr. Melville came along and put it on again. 
Noros threw it off. Melville put it back. This 
process was repeated, Noros not finding 
out who was replacing it, until Melville 
put it on, at the same time saying: 
* Damme, I guess you'll leave it on now.” 
Mr. Curtis, evidently suspecting that a man- 
hole was a deadly weapon like a coal-hole, looked 
severely at the witness through his glasses and 
wanted to know if a blow with a man-hole would 
not have been fatal. Noros hastened to explain, 
with some embarrassment, that Mr. Mellville did 
not offer to strike him, and everybody in the 
room laughed except Mr. Curtis, who immedi- 
ately suggested that the spectators who could 
not help laughing were “ satellites’ of the other 
side, revolving around the committee by or- 
der of the Navy Department, 

The value and competency of some of the evi- 
dence taken may be a ey by the fact that 
Noros was asked to look ata chart of the Jean- 
nette’s voyage, produced by Mr. Curtis, who 
went on in this fashion: “ at spot is that?’ 
putting his thumb on the centre of the chart. 
* Now follow my finger. How far is it from that 
spot to that spot?” Mr. Arnoux respectfully 
suggested that the * spots” should be named. Mr. 
Curtis jooked unutterable and withering things a 
Mr. Arnoux. “ Follow my finger from that spot 
to that spot. What direction is that? Do you 
know enough about navigation to know, that 
from that spot to that spot, there was clear navi- 

tion?” The witness made it clear, as might 

ave been expected, that he only knew what he 
did from day to day in the discharge of his duty 
as a seaman, as the ship was navigated from the 
cabin instead of the forecastle. 

The testimony of both Ninderman and Noros 
could not fail to impress those who heard it 
with the pelief that those two very competent 
seamen have good opinions of themseives; that 
they were convin that all of the experience 
and wisdom were carried before the mast, and 
that the ex ition was being run wrong end 
foremost. his was particularly made evi- 
dent by the declaration of Noros~* that 
the men at one time thought of put- 
ting Mr. Chipp charge. ‘“‘ Mutiny,” 
—— Mr. Boutelle. A point was supposed 
to have been made by the statement that De 
Long abandoned a sextant after reaching the 
delta. Mr. Noros, however, explained that the 
instrument was difficult to carry; that in order 
to use it at all it was necessary to carry an iron 
bottle containing quicksilver, with which to get 
an artificial horizon, and the books with which 
to work out observations, and that in con- 
clusion, it would not have been possible 
to carry it, and that it was not needed 
after the delta was reached. Ninderman, who is 
somewhat garrulo and who is not entirely 
without prejudice, had admitted during the 
questioning that the bickerings and small 
troubles on the Jeannette expedition were not 
greater than those among the officers and men 
on the Polaris and Tigress expeditions, both of 
which he accompanied.

Mr. Danenhower took him 
up sharply and reiterated the facts effectively. 

rom Mr. Ninderman’s story, for which. allow- 
ance must be made, it would be inferred that he 
had been very considerate in permitting Com- 
mander De Long occasionally to assume charge, 
but that in some things he ignored the directions 
of the commander, and by great persistence com- 
pelied De Long to permit the seaman to do about 
as his judgment led him to act regardless 
of orders by the superior officer. At a 
lace which Noros could not name, where 
Jollins had fallen down a hill, the witness 
testified that Melville had said, on seeing Collins 
fall, ‘*See the d—d Irish cow.”

MR. MORRILL ATTACKS MR. BECK. 

When Senator Beck interjected a vigor- 
ous tariff reform speech into the debate on the 
Blair Educational bill some time ago Mr. Morrill 
said he would answer the Kentucky Senator ata 
future day. He did so to-day with a carefully 
prepared high protection speech, which oc- 
cupied nearly two hours. Mr. Morrill de- 
voted a considerable part of his remarks 
to sneering at Mr. Beck and Mr. Beck's 
State and to poking fun at the Morrison 
reduction bill. He smilingly designated Mr. 
Beck as a “‘ whip” for the Carlisle-Morrison men 
of the House of Representatives, and declared 
that possibly after the Democratic camp had 
been purged of those whom Mr. Beck called 


sneaks and cowards those who remained would 
find themselves worse off than those who went 
out. Mr. Morrill asserted that the results of the 
work of the last Tariff Commission were still un- 
ascertained and unascertainable, and that the 
attacks upon the commission were slanders, He 
announced that the Democrats were trying to 
return to power by a neral warfare 
against all the home industries of the 
country, and that a blind horizontal reduction 
of the tariff was intolerable.

BOOMING THE “OLD TICKET.” 


MR. HENDRICKS AT HOME AGAIN—HBIS VISIT 
TO MR. TILDEN. 

INDIANAPOLIS, April 16.—The Hon, T. A. 
Hendricks returned home to-day after an ab- 
sence in Europe of four months. The purpose 
to receive him at the station with music and a 
crowd was abandoned, and he arrived quietly, 
being met by a few family friends. On 
the trip through Indiana Mr. Hendricks 
was waited upon at every stop, and 
a genera) desire to hear him speak was expressed. 
He was excused, however, owing to fatigue. Mrs. 
Hendricks, in excellent health, returned with the 
ex-Governor. Amid the volume of inquiries 
made of him by friends, a question as to whether 
he had seen Mr. Tilden elicited the reply: “ Yes, 
I stopped in New-York two days, and made a 
short call upon Mr. Tilden. Our talk was purely 
social. Politically speaking no person knows what 


Mr. Tilden is going to do except Mr. Tilden him- 
self. I think no person is authorized to s for 
him. Mr. Tilden isa remarkable man—the most 
remarkable of theage. No other man in Amer- 
ica could have written such a letter as Mr. Tilden 
wrote to the I uois aie PB aaah in thought 
and language.” r. Hendricks thought Mr. Til- 
den was not looking quite so wellfnow as when 
he saw him several months ago. 

John Turpen, a well-known newspaper man, 
was with Mr. Hendricks on the way from Rich- 
mond, and he suys: “The philosophy of the 
whole situation isthat there is but one Demo- 
cratic ticket before the country, and that is the 
old one.” Mr. Hendricks himself declined 
to make any statement relative to his 
candidacy and the “old' ticket,” and 
he made no remark that would lead 
one to discredit what seems to be a moral cer- 
tainty, that he is a candidate for the Vice-Presi- 
dency, provided Mr. Tilden will in any way con- 
sent to the use of his name as the leader of the 
ticket. It is known that when Mr. Hendricks 
landed in New-York he was sent for 
by Mr. Tilden, and although the call which 
followed was brief, it is supposed to have been 
paignty interesting. There is no question of the 
fact that Mr. Hendricks’s immediate friends in 
this city and State are perfectly certain of the 
nomination of the old ticket. They admit no 
other probability, no matter how strongly they 
may talk McDonald. 

Mr. Hendricks’s return was signalized by an 
informal reception and serenade to-night at his 
residence. Several hundred citizens without re- 
gard to party joined in the affair. Mr. Hendricks 
spoke brietily, saying he had no_ allusion 
to make to politics and would refer 
to himself only to correct the _ report 
that he had gone abroad for his heaith’s sake. 
During all the four months he was gone he had 
no occasion to consult a physician. He then 
spoke briefly of his travels and the impres- 
sion made upon his mind by the countries 
he visited. He was followed by ex-Senator 
Joseph E. McDonald, who one in the most 
complimentary way of Mr. Hendricks’s public 
services, and said the citizens of Indianapolis 
were proud to welcome him homeagain. The 
affair was a pleasant expression of the delight of 
old friends at seeing their illustrious and distin- 
guished fellow-citizens safe at home again. 


FOR EDMUNDS AND LINCOLN. 


BOSTON AND NEIGHBORING CITIES ELECTING 
EDMUNDS MEN UNANIMOUSLY. 

Boston, April 16.—The first Republican 
District Convention to choose delegates to Chi- 
cago was held to-day. This was in the Second 
District, represented by Congressman Long. The 
delegates were chosen after three ballots. They 
are Frank M. Ames, of Canton, and Eben L. 
Ripley, of Hingham. The contest was between 
friends of different candidates for delegates, 
not between advocates of different candidates 
for the Presidency. The prevailing sentiment was 
for Edmunds and the two delegates chosen are 
pronounced Edmunds men. The alternates 


chosen—J. J. Whipple, of Brockton, and H. 
W. Durgin, of Taunton—are also Edmunds men. 
A resolution indorsing the Administration of 
President Arthur, but advocating the ticket of 
Edmunds and Lincoln, was tabled, after 
a debate, the sentiment being against 
instructions. A motion requesting the 
delegates to exert their influence in the 
Chicago Convention towarc procuring 
a change in the basis of representation, so that 
in future conventions the Republican voters in 
the several States may be more equally repre- 
sented than they are under the present plan, was 
adopted. 

The larger number of the district con- 
ventions will be heid next week. The more 
important preliminary caucuses began to- 
night with those in this city, Lynn, 
and a few other large places, at which 
delegates were chosen to both the District and 
State Conventions. In this city 154 delegates 
were chosen. There was little contest in 
any of the wards. The delegation to 
both the State and District Conventions is 
almost wholly tor Edmunds, with an Arthur or 
Blaine man scattered in here and _ there 
for variety’s sake. No instructions were 
given except in a few cases, but the 
personal preferences of the delegates were 
generally well known. In Ward9, where there are 
more colored men than in any ether ward, 
Blaine i1esolutions were indefinitel post- 
poned by a unanimous vote. In Ward 23 
a Blaine’ resolution was laid on the 
table. Ward 13, the strongest Democratic ward 
in the city, instructed for Blaine, and Ward 
24 for dmunds. Among the prominent 
men elected to the State Convention are 
Col. Henry Lee, the Hon. G. @G. Crocker, 
ex-President of the Senate; William Endicott, 
Jr., R. M. Morse, Jr., Samuel Littie, F. W. Lin- 
coln, Darwin E. Ware, and Hamilton A. Hill.

TRYING TO INFLUENCE JURORS. 


THOMAS WILSON SENT TO JAIL FOR FIFTEEN 
DAYS BY JUDGE DANIELS, 

Borrawo, N. Y., April 16.—The trial of 
Thomas Wilson, who was arrested last week for 
conversing with Grand Jurors and trying to per- 
suade them against indicting gamblers, was con- 
cluded to-day. District Attorney Hatch, on whose 
affidavit the arrest was made,swore that the Grand 
Jury had failed to act on cases against gamblers 
| which he had brought to their attention. It was 
also shown that Wilson hung about the City Hall 


every day. Detectives testified to seeing Wilson 
talking with jurors. A _juror named 
Barth testified that Wilson had talked to 
him on more than one occasion. He 
spoke to witness the day the case of the 
gamblers was under consideration. Wilson tes- 
tified in hisown behalf. He admitted the con- 
versations, but denied that he tried to intiuence 
the jurors. After argument by counsel, 
Ju Daniels reviewed the case, closing 
as follows: “If the state of things exists 
which suspect, there is every reason 
for vigilance on the part of the courts and of the 
officers of justice. If grand or petit jurors are 
to be approached in this manner by outside indi- 
viduals having interests at stake, everything 
is to be apprehended, and too strict a guard 
cannot be kept. Among other things in 
this case I ave remarked the _indiffer- 
ence of the prisoner, apathy and 
disregard of appearances. In view of these facts 
I sentence the prisoner to be remanded to the 
County Jail for the term of 15 days and to pay a 
fine of $15.”

THE CONQUESTS OF FRANCE 


———e——— 


PREMIER FERRY REVIEWS THE 
POLITICAL SITUATION. 

HE EXTOLS THE GALLANTRY OF THE TROOPS 
IN TONQUIN AND CLAIMS SUCCESS FOR 
THE PRESENT FOREIGN POLICY. 

Panis, April 16.—In his speech at Péri- 

guex, yesterday, Prime Minister Ferry gave a 

general review of the present political situation 

in France. He said that most of the foreign 
questions which were awaiting solution when he 
assumed office had been settled. He spoke in 
high praise of the gallantry of the French troops 
in Tonquin, and said that to them was due the 
settlement of the troublesome Tonquin question. 

Coming nearer home, the speaker said that 

France could never allow foreign interference 

with her legitimate interests in Europe. In his 

opinion French democracy could exercise 

a peaceful and salutary influence on Europe, 

which had suffered in the past from a failure to 

preservea proper balance of power. The true 
policy of France should be to continue firm and 
steadfast in her present course. Frequent 
changes of government were detrimental to her 
best interests and would result in leaving the 

State with no sure basis on which to stand. The 

present Government, he declared, had been more 

successful than its predecessors in its manage- 
ment of foreign affairs, because it had had the 

.support of Parliament, and had therefore been 

able to address foreign nations with authority. 

“The intentions of the Government,” he said, 


“are not obscure. Europe knows with whom we 
consort and with*whom we refuse to consort.” 

The time had now arrived, the speaker thought, 
when the country was ready to discuss the re- 
vision of the Constitution. The Government 
was desirous of sucha revision, but thought it 
should be moderate and based upon the actual 
terms of the Constitution at present in force. 
Referring to the approaching municipal elec- 
tions, he said he expected that they would be 
fo me reang A Republican. The sentence in Prime 
Minister Ferry’s speech about those with whom 
the Government does not consort is understood 
to refer to the perfidious Republicans who are 
working with the Bonapartists forthe ruin of 
the republic. . 


Lonpon, April 16.—Official dispatches 
from Halong, stating the position of the French 
squadron under Admiral Courbet, show that the 
vessels are scattcred over various stations in the 
Gulf of Tonquin. There is no indication of an 
intention to concentrate for an attack on Canton 


or Amoy.

THE SITUATION IN EGYPT. 
Cartro, April 16.—Dispatches of April 8 
have been received from Gen. Gordon. He says 
that Saleh Pasha, who is coming down the Blue 
Nile with 500 horsemen and 57 boat-loads of grain, 


issafe and sound. Internal dissensions at Kor- 
dofan have caused the abandonment of the ex- 
peciton which the Mahdi was preparing against 

hartoum. The condition of affairs at Kassala 
and Sennaar is such that no apprehension is felt 
for their safety. 


Lonpon, April 16.—Advices from Khar- 
toum say that the alliances among the rebel 
tribes on the Blue Nile and White Nile are break- 
ing up. The tribes who surrounded Saleh Pasha 
quarreled and dispersed. Marauding bands com 
tinue to interrupt communication between 
Khartoum and Berber, but there is no unity in 
their operations. It is believed that Gen. Gordon 
has received a message from the English Govern- 
ment urging him to withdraw from Khartoum, 
but he ignores the advice. 

Sir William Harcourt, Secretary of State for 
the Home Department, in a speech at Derby this 
evening said: “The Government will dissolve 
Parliament at its own time, not at the time of 
the Conservatives. The Government went to 
Egypt reluctantiy, and would have retired but 
for the events in the Soudan. England has no 
right toannex Egypt. England is quite an em- 

ire enough. If we annex Egypt we are liable 
o perpetual embroilment with other countries.” 

Zebehr Pasha has received atelegram from 
Gen. Gordon, dated April 7, giving Zebchr notice 
of his appointment as Assistant Governor of 
the Soudan. When Zebehr arrives at Berber, 
Gen. Gordon says he will send him two steam- 
ers, and he orders Zebehr to take as many men of 
the Galyiens tribe as possible to make frequent 
skirmishes. The telegram is unintelligible here, 
Gen. Gordon haying already appointed Lieut.- 
Col. Stewart Assistant Governor and the Gal- 
yiens being in revolt. 


THE PROTEST FROM SPAIN. 
MADRID, April 16.—The Cabinet Council 
yesterday was a lively one. The King, who has 
each Spring a recurrence of the malaria con- 
tracted by him at the English school in Sand- 
hurst, was suffering from a violent attack and 


was in a nervous condition. He expressed his 
fears that the United Stutes might _re- 
fuse to take cognizance of the protest 
forwarded by _ the Spanish Government 
on account of Aguero’s escape, and at 
first opposed the presentation by Sefior 
Valera, of the protest to the Washington Gov- 
ernment. Sefior Canovas del Castillo, however, 
carried his point, and the instructions were for- 
warded to Sefior Valera immediately after the 
council broke up. Although the Spanish Minis- 
terial papers accuse the American authorities of 
a want of proper vigilance, they very severely 
blame Sefior Valera for not keeping the Govern- 
ments at Madrid and Havana properly advised of 
the gravity and real condition of the Cuban rey- 
olutionary movements. 


FENIAN “SCIENTIFIC WARFARE.” 

Lonpon, April 16.—Patrick Joyce, Secre- 
tary of the Fenian Brotherhood, has issued a 
manifesto addressed to all Irishmen, in which he 
says: ‘“ The Brotherhood has good cause for re- 
joicing at the discomfiture of John Bull. En- 
gland has never before felt the vengeance 
of the exasperated Irish with such crushing 
force. The honor of inaugurating scientific 
wartare is due to the Brotherhood. We 
have convincing proof of the efficacy of science 
when handled by intelligent, brave, and deter- 
mined men. We summon all to help us. We 
advise our brothers to persevere in the glorious 
war, and we will live to witness a free and re- 
generated Ireland. Weare resolved to push the 
work with redoubled energy, and we recommend 
Prof. Mezeroff to all Irishmen as an exponent of 
the resources of civilization.”

FATAL DISEASE AMONG HORSES. 


THE HAVOO WHICH IT HAS CAUSED IN 
ROCHESTER.” 


Rocuester, N. Y., April 16.—The owners 
of horses in this city are much alarmed at a new 
disease, “* black erysipelas,” which has made its 
appearance among’ the horses here. Four eases 
have already proved fatal and half a dozen ani- 
mals have been ordered killed by a veterinary 
surgeon. It isa disease new to everybody, and 
as far as can be learned is not confined to thecity 
of Rochester. The nature of the disease is pecu- 


liar, It is confined entirely to the feet, and, what 
is most singular, almost entirely to the hind 
feet. The first symptom of any trouble 
is lameness. In a few hours afterward 
a small sore is discovered near the fetlock. This 
sore is of an ulcerous nature and grows rapidly, 
absorbing tendons and tissues, When the sore 
has reached its limit ulceration ceases, and the 
dead fiesh, which naturally turns black, sloughs 
off. In this sore the sloughing off of decayed 
tissues is followed by a profuse discharge of pus, 
When the ulcer vated or large the animal 
appears to absorb the poison from the sore and 
soon dies. There is no specific that will arrest 
the progress of this ulceration yet dis- 
covered. The sore appears to exhaust 
its strength at a certain period, and if 
the anima! lives until the absorption of the 
tissues cease, then it can be saved. After the de- 
eayed flesh has sloughed off a red wound is left 
which heals obstinately andslowly. The disease 
is thought to be caused by a parasite. One vet- 
erinary surgeon has had over 50 cases during the 
past Winter. The disease appears to be no re- 
spector of horses, and attacks thoroughbred as 
well as the draughtjhorse. Indeed, it appears to be 
rather favorable toward horses that are well and 
carefully kept. Surgeons say they have never 
heard of anything like it before. Owners of fast 
trotters are in great consternation and are hay- 
ing their horses removed from the city. 
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A FATHER’S HORRIBLE CRIME. 


HE DELIBERATELY KILLS HIS FIVE YOUNG’ 
CHILDREN. 

WaAYNESBORO, Ga., April 16.—Edward 
Dowse, who is held in jail charged with the mur- 
der of his five children, nas confessed his guilt. 
He states that his children kept accumulating 
upon him, while his ability to support them di- 
minished. The children were, according to the 
custom among Southern field hands, locked up in 
the cabin while the parents were at work. At 10 
o’clock in the morning he felt an uncontrollable 


desire to rid himself of his burden, and, pretend- 
ing to his wife that he wanted some necessary 
article in the cabin, he mounted a mule and 
went there. Opening the door he closed it be- 
hind hiw. He attacked the youngest child 
with an axe and killed it. Meantime the others 
had hold of him by the legs, beseeching him to 
spare the child. Turning from his dead victim, 
he pea two others of the children, ene in 
each hand, and beat the heads against each other 
until they became unconscious. With the axe 
he then killedthem. Thetwo remaining children 
had sought refuge under the bed. Reaching for 
them, he killed them also and left the five dead 
bodies on the floor. Closing the door, he re- 
turned to work, giving no sign of the bloody 
work in which he had been engaged. It was the 
absence of an explanation of the tragedy more 
than anything else which led to his arrest. At 
first he stoutly denied all knowledge of the crime. 
It is believed that his wife and sister, who have 
disappeared, are also guilty.

CONDITION OF THE WHEAT CROP. 

MILWAUKIE, Wis., April 16.—T. W. Tall- 
madge is in receipt of letters to-day from official 
sources concerning the condition of the wheat 
crop in Michigan, Dakota, and Iowa. James 


Baynes, United States Agricultural Statistician, 
of Alexandria, Dakota, writes of the outlook in 
that Territory: 

“ The season started up about the last week in March - 
in South Dakota,und one-third of the wheat was sown. 
Since then the weather has been very unfavorable, and 
it has gone in slow. There is no doubt but that an in- 
crease may be expected, but the low “price for wheat 
will tend to limit the increase to some extent. The 
soil will be sufficiently moist to insure the grain ger- 
minating at once if the weather 1s suitable.” 

H. A. Conant, Secretary of State of Michigan, 
writes: ‘ 

“T can add nothing to what iscontained in my April 
report, except to emphasizethe statement that wheat 
has notimproved since the Ist of this month. The 
weather is cold, with north and west winds, and I doubt 
if wheat anywhere in the State has commenced to 
grow.” 

John R. Shaffer, Secretary of the Iowa State 
Agricultural] Society, writes: 

“ Have to say that comparatively little seeding has 
been done yet, although a few have finished their wheat 
sowing. The wheat acreage will be decreased. The 
weather is cold and rainy. At present writing the out- 
look is anything but cheering; unless the weather 
changes for the Setter the acreage of all small grain 
will be materially reduced.” 
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THE SUGAR CROP IN CUBA. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 16.—Col. Smith, 
a prominent citizen of Milwaukee, who is in 
Cuba, in a@ letter received in this city to-day, 
gives the following interesting information about 
the sugar crop: “ Cuba at present produces one- 
third of the cane sugar used inthe world. The 
sugar planters will not beable to bearup with 
present prices unless relieved of their taxes. 


Certain it is that Cuba and her industries are in a 
wretched plight, and unless Spain takes her hand 
off the throat of Cuba there must be revolution 
or bankruptcy. The bills of the Bank of Ha- 
vana a year ago were worth 47 cents in 
American gold; now they are worth but 
40 or 41 cents. It will be impossible for thesugar 
planters to pay their taxes unless sugar advances 
in price. The average cost of getting a hogs- 
head of sugar to a seaport in Cuba is about $5. 
Then the Government levies a tax of $5 or $5 a 
hogshead on it as it leaves the island, so that at 
least 34 cent per pound is deducted from the val- 
ue of the sugar to the planter, and add to this % 
cent freight to New-York and the Government 
import duty, and you will see from the price of 
these coarse sugars in the markets that the

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REPORTS FROM MEXICO. 
THE ALLEGED UPRISING AGAINST AMERI- 
CANS NOT CONFIRMED. ¢ 

Boston, April 16.—The report about an 
uprising against American residents in Mexico at 
a point about 700 miles from El Paso, Texas; the. 
tearing up of the rails of the Mexican Central 
Railroad, and the burning of bridges, is regarded 
here ag without substantial foundation. At 
the company’s office here President Niek- 
erson and others declared that the re- 
port was no more worthy of belief 
than previous alarming reports which have been 
telegraphed hence since the completion of the 
road, and have proved to be unfounded. No in- 
telligence has been received by the officers locat- 


ed here of any disturbance along the line of the 
road, although there is regular and ss 
telegraphic communication with the da 
officials in Mexico. It is also pointed out that 
there is no such place on the line of the 
road as Frocasesas or a place having a name re- 
sembling that word; nor as faras known is there 
any such place in Mexico. Ifthe correspondent 
at El Paso or his informant got intelligence from 
any point 700 miles down the Mexican Central 
Road, it must have been transmitted either by 
conveyance over the railroad or by the 
telegraph line between the points. As 
the company owns both the railroad and 
the telegraph, it is reasonable to suppose that its 
officials would learn the facts as quickly as any- 
body, and in conformity to their duty would tele- 
gra h the information promptly to head-quarters 
n on. The only dispatches read at the 
Boston office within the interval relate to 
the usual routine of business and indicate a 
prosperous and promising state of things, Presi- 
dent Nickerson says he knows of no grounds for 
discontent on the part of the Mexicans, and 
since the road was built has not seen or heard 
anything premonitory of discontent or uprising. 
The general run of the country people in Mex- 
ico, he says, are of an unexcitable and lis 
sort and not disposed toward rioting.

A. RADICAL CHANGE IN ITS FINANCIAL 
POLICY DEMANDED. 
New-OrteAns, April 16.—A gentleman 
just arrived from the interior of Mexico ex- 
presses the opinion that the Government of 
Mexico cannot long avoid a collapse without a 
radical change of policy. Nine-tenths of all the 
imports into the country pass in at Vera Cruz. 
The Government has made concessions upon the 
duties collected at this Custom-house.

HUNGARIANS CAUSING TROUBLE. 
FEARS OF A RIOT ENTERTAINED IN THE 
MINING DISTRICTS. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., April 16.—A bitter 
feeling has arisen in the vicinity of Kingston 
within the last week between the driver boys 
and the Hungarian laborers which is like- 
ly to lead to trouble. The active spirits 
in the attack on the Hungarians are 
a number of the driver boys, runners, and 
breaker hands. The miners themselves hold 
aloof, with a very few exceptions, but there is 
an impression in well-informed quarters that 
they are secretly encouraging the young men. 
The complaints:-made against the Hungarians 


are that they are crowding out the Americans, 
that they work for less wages, and that they 
make it a custom to bribe the mine 
bosses to give them work to the exclu- 
sion of others; that the presence. of so 
many Hungarians is distasteful to the mass of 
the community there can be no doubt. Their 
filthy manner of living is calculated to breed dis- 
ease, and an epidemic of fever orsmall-pox might 
be attended with fearful results. They herd to- 
ether like hogs, their houses and methods of 
iving are filthy in the extreme, and 
the fear of an epidemic would appear 
well grounded. As yet the trouble has 
had no_ serious results. Eve night. the 
roadway is thronged with men and boys, and the 
strong feeling pe the Hungarians makes 
itself apparent. When persous of that nation- 
ality show themselves, they are assailed with 
curses and abuse, and frequently with blows. If 
they offer any resistance they are attacked by a 
whole crowd and roughly handled. Friday wil 
be pay-day, and the authorities are thinking 
about calling on the Sheriff for a posse, ag 
trouble is feared.

KILLED BY HIS:‘SON. 
A LAD IN PROTECTING HIS MOTHER KILLS 
HIS FATHER, 

CAMBRIDGE, Md., April 16.—Intelligence 
reached here to-day of the killing of Charles 
Shenton by his son, Frank Shenton, both living 
in the lower part of Dorchester County, one and 
a half miles from Gilden Hill. The father wag 
55 years of age and the son 19. The 
former is said to have been dissipated 


and had been on a spree for several days, and 
while under the influence ot drink commenced 
a fracas with his wife, the mother of Frank, and 
beat ber severely. The son remonstrated with 
him for his cruel treatment, and immediately the 
father, seizing a guu close by, rushed at the 
son, who ran out of the house and fell 
behind a pile of lumber just as the load from the 
gun passed over him. The father then returned 
to carry out his intention of a brutal assault on 
his wife. Theson returned to the kouse, and 
found that the father had the mother upon the 
floor, with one hand clutched in her hait 
and in the other he held a large knife. 
The son, steposing his father was about to take 
the life of his mother, seized a club and dealt him 
a blow, killing him instantly. A neighbor who 
went to the house a_ short time after the 
deed was committed, saw the knife 
upon the floor, also a large roll of 
hair pulled from the head of Mrs. Shenton. 
It is generally thought that the son had no inten- 
tion of killing his father, but under the excite- 
ment to save the life of his mother struck a moie 
severe blow than was intended. An inquest was 
held to-day.

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THE SURFACE ROAD BILL ORDERED 
TO ITS THIRD READING. 
DESPERATE EFFORTS OF THE LOBBY TO DE- 
FEAT THE MEASURE—THE SENATE AND 

CHARGES OF CORRUPTION. 

Apany, April 16.—The Assembly spent 
the whole of the morning session upon the Gen- 
eral Surface Railroad bill and again took it up at 
the night session. The discuesion was long and 
much of it tedious. The Dill was the special or- 
der of the day, but Mr. Littlejohn managed to 
get the floor as soon as the Journal was read and 
moved that the third reading of bills be contin- 
ued. Mr. House, who had charge of the surface 
bill, got the two-thirds yote necessary to table 
the motion, and this first move made by the 
cable ring to defeat the bill was thus thwarted. 

Mr. Locke, of Warren, was called to the chair. 
In the turmoil attending the process of going 
into Committee of the Whole, Mr. Littlejohn 
jerked his opinion of the bill at the members. 
“There is wrong-doing in the bill from beginning 
toend. Itisa fraud andI propose to fight it,” 
be roared. Between him and Mr. House several 
tilts have already occured this session, and his 
declaration brought the young man from New- 


York to his feet. “I am pre to show that 
the only fraud about this whole subject is the 
ntleman over yonder,” (pointing in Mr. Littie- 
ohn’s direction.) Then Mr. House apol 
for his reference to what he characterized as 
“the absutd, mean, and despicable exhibition 
which the gentleman from ‘ Osw * (Mr. Lit- 
tlejohn] bad made of bimseif.” ¢ bill, in spite 
of that member's ——o, he deciared, 
the cleanest street railroad that had been be- 
fore the Legislature in nine years. 

Mr. House submitted a number of amendments 
which he proposed to incorporate in the bill as 
fast as the sections to which they related were 
reached. They were three in number. The first 
strikes out of the twelfth section the rignt to use 
“any improved steam power which shall not in 
its operation emit smoke, cinders, or steam, caus- 
ing noise or annoyance.” — 2 explained, 
prohibits the use of steam absolutely. The 
second amendment is to section 13, by which 
passengers are secured five-cent fares and a con- 
tinuous passage without extra fare over every 
road, its branches, and the leased lines under its 
control. The third amendment restores the 1,000 
feet originally suggested by the Railroad Com- 
missioners, that being the oe for which one 
company can use the tracks of another. 

Mr. Howe, of New-York, congratulated Mr. 
House and the friends of the bill upon the light 
which had dawned upon them, and evidently had 
eonvinoed them that some amendments ought to 
be permitted. He said that these amendments cer- 
tainly added strength to the bill. He thought, 
however, that greater than 3 ia cent. of a com- 
pany’s gross receipts shoul - d into the 
sinking fund, and that the whole of the fifteenth 
section, relating to leased lines, should be 
stricken out. 

Mr. Roosevelt indorsed Mr. House’s amend- 
ments, and suggested some further ones. He 
wanted the last half-dozen words stricken ovt of 
section 15, which allow a company to tempora- 
rily suspend the use of a road. The whole sec- 
tion, he thought, repealed section 10, and en- 
abled a company to extend indefinitely the 
building of a road. In other words, a really 
valuable franchise could be secured, it might 
be held for speculative purposes, no im- 
provements whaiever might be made under 
the franchise, and it might be held for 
a long time before the bidder could be 
found who would pay bigh enough for the fran- 
chise and go to work at building the much-need- 
ed road. He thought thatexisting laws fully cov- 
ered the subject of leasing one road to another, 
and that the effect of section 15 would be to 
waaken, not strengthen, those laws. If some- 
thing was added to the bill by which construc- 
tion contracts could be approved either by 
the Supreme Court or by the Railroad Com- 
missioners, and stock ‘er py? and jobbery 
could thus be averted, the bill would, he 
believed, be vastly improved. He conceded that 
the question of policy was involved in some of 
his views, upon which there might be differences 
of opinion. The bill as a whole, with the House 
amendments, would undoubtedly be found to be 
the best of the series that had been before the 
Legislature cof recent years. 

Amendments by Messrs. Hubbell and Boynton 
to the seventh section, making the sale of a fran- 
chise at public auction mandatory instead of 
optional, and requiring the sale to be accom- 
plished through sealed bids, were defeated. An 
amendment to the fourth section, by Mr. Scott, 
compelling the payment of 3 per cent. of the 
gross receipts into the iocal sinking fund durin, 
the first five years of a railroad’s operation. an 
after that 5 per cent., was lost by 49 to 56. Messrs. 
Howe, Scott, and Roosevelt all warmly advo- 
cated its passage. h 

The three amendments previously explained 
by Mr. House were then adopted. 

The proposition of Mr. Roosevelt to strike out 
the fifteenth section was lost, and so also was 
that of Mr. Hubbell relating to the last clause of 
that section, which authorizes the temporary 
suspension of the use of aline. Mr. Hubbell’s 
motion to that effect was declared lost by the tie 
vote of 52 to 52, though its friends claimed that a 
previous count stood £6 to 62inits favor, There 
was some confusion at the time the count was 
taken, but they were undoubtedly right in their 
opinion. 

One more amendment offered by Mr. Little- 
john preventing the lease or transfer of thefran- 
ehise of any line toa parallel line was defeated 
by a vote of 48 to 52. Now came the struggle of 
the sixteenth section, in which the Stundard Oil 
cable ring is vitally interested. The section says 
that “‘no street surface railroad shall be con- 
structed to run in whole or in part upon the sur- 
face of any street or highway under the author- 
ity of any commission appointed under the fant 
visions of chapter 606 of the Laws of 1875." That 
is to say that the work of the Rapid 
Transit Commission by which it is proposed 
to gridiron the city of New-York with the tracks 
of cable railroads is rendered illegal. The cable 
agents have been Sqttar to krill the bill chiefi 

use it contained this section. Gen. Husted, 
who has hereto taken no active interest in the 
bill, prpodes that it was asking too much to ad- 
mit this section to the bill, and he moved to 
strike itout. He was opposed by Mr. Smith, of 
Clinton, and Mr. House. The latter got the floor, 
and as the hand of the great clock was almost 
over the hour of 2, managed to keep it till the 
adjournment. ‘This entitled him to the floor 
when the House again came together in the even- 


ing. 

pon assembling in the evening, after some 
discussion, a vote was reached on Gen. Husted’s 
motion. It was lost—30 to 54. Mr. Littlejohn won 
a point by baving stricken out, by 40 to 39, the 
words “sunken ways,” so that railroads run- 
ning through public parks must use the tunnel. 
Mr. House conceded the point made by Mr. 
Roosevelt with reference to the fifteenth section 
and had the entire last half stricken out. This 
removes the objection that companies may tem- 

rarily suspend the use of their railroads. 
Mr. Roosevelt urged that the balance of 
the section be stricken out, while Mr. 
Howe strove to require the consent of 
the local authorities and one-half the propert 
owners to be given the leasing of one company’s 
route by another. They were both unsuccess- 
ful. An amendment by Mr. Howe was, however, 
agreed to by the friends of the bill, the effect 
of which isto prohibit the building of a road 
on Fifth-avenue, alongside of Central Park. Mr. 
Hunt came forward with a plan to substitute for 
the whole bill the bili proposed by the Railroad 
Commissioners. He was outvoted, the count 
riving 42 affirmative and 61 negative. Then Mr. 

jttlejohn, with a wild whoop, called upon the 
friends of good legislation to knock out the 
enacting clause, The response was 41 affirmative 
und 59 negative votes. This ended all further 
delay, and the bill was ordered to a third read- 
ing, practically without oppDsition. 

Mr. House tried to have the bill read at once, a 
move requiring a two-thirds vote. It was defeated 
ly 61 to 61. This vote demonstrated the actual 
strength of Mr. House’s forces. Some of those 
who, tike Messrs, Howe and Rice, yoted in the 
negative wi.l probably vote for the bill when it 
is regularly reached on its third reading order. 
he chances are that it will barely squeeze 
through, for the cable lobby hus been actively at 
work smong the members all day long. A 
number of gentlemen, among them Messrs. 
Haggerty and Van Allen, who have hitherto been 
counted stanch friends of the bill, were upon 
the opposite side to-day.

PROSPECTS OF THE BIG FESTIVAL 
IN CINCINNATI. 

SUMMER .SHOWS AT THE CITY THEATRES— 
ACTORS FOR “‘THE PULSE OF NEW- 
YORK”—NEWS AND GOSSIP. 

It is now definitely fixed that Mr. Rotert 
Mantell will not play in the Cincinnati Festival. 
This decision was adopted bv Mr. Mantell for the 
reason that the part of Romeo, for which he was 
originally cast, was claimed by Mr. Thomas W.

The managers were led to lean 
in Mr. Keene's direction by several circum- 
stances of considerable importance to them- 
selves. Last year Mr. Keene's experience with 
the festival was not altogether pleasant. He had 
been asked to participate in the various enter- 
tainments to be given, and had given his consent, 
when another tragedian, better known than Mr. 
Keene at that time, flatly refused to appear un- 
less the former actor’s name was withdrawn 
from the prospectus, As the managers had com- 
pletely arranged for the casting of the best- 
known of the two tragedians, they were forcec 
to the humiliating alternative of throwing them- 
selyes on Mr. Keene’s generosity, and in order to 
accommodate Col. Miles, the chief mover 
in the festival enterprise, he consented to 
taking down o his mame.

They know very well 
that if they play together in a city they cannot 
expect anything but a falling off in their busi- 
ness when they go back to starring on their own 
account. And while they don't care a straw 
what effect sucha performance may have in a 
place like Cincinnati, they are all pretty careful 
about New-York.

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TOO MUCH SILVER CAUSING A 
SCARCITY OF GOLD. 
FINANCIERS PREDICTING A PANIC UNLESS 
THE SILVER DOLLAR COINAGE IS STOPPED 
—MR. LACEY’S BILL REPORTED, 
Wasuineton, April 16.—The House Com- 
mittee on Coinage, Weights and Measures to- 
day unanimously instructed Representative 
Lacey to report favorably his bill to pro- 
hibit the issue of Treasury-notes of less 
than five-dollar denomination, and to provide 
for the issue of one, two, and five dollar 
silver certificates. The bill provides that it 
shall be unlawful for the Seeretary of the Treas- 
ury to print and issue Treasury-notes of a smaller 
denomination than $5,and that any holder of 
standard silver dollars or silver certificates may 
deposit the same with the Treasurer or any As- 
sistant Treasurer of the United States in sums of 


not less than $10, and receive therefor silver cer- 
tificates of the denomination, at the option of 


. the holder, of one, two, and five dollars; provided 


that nothing therein contained shall interfere 


with the issues of silver certificates in other de- 
nominations as now provided by law. The fol- 
lowing feature of the original bill was stricken 
out by a vote of 5to 8: 

Providea that whenever the standard silver dollars in 
the Treasury, not held for redemption of silver certifi- 
cates of the denominations of one and two dollars, 
shallexceed the sum of $20,000,000, the Secretary of 
the Treasury mag eugpend the coi. of standard sil- 
ver doliars provi: orin the act of Feb. 28, 1878, dur- 
ing the period such excess continues to exist. 

The representatives of the Boards of Trade and 
Chambers of Commerce of various cities who are 
here to urge the suspension of the coinage of sil- 
ver dollars for two years made arguments before 
the committee. Mr. Nathan Cole, of St. Louis 
said a greater apprehensicn filled the minds of 
business men to-day than he had ever seen. The 
least turn of the scale, he thought, would pre- 
cipitate this country on to the silver basis. 

* How can the $168,000,000 of silver in this coun- 
try drive out the $600,000,000 of gold?” agked Mr. 
Buckner. 

“Gold is being exported very rapidly. This is 
occasioned by loss of trade. The fear now is 
that the me will become apprehensive of 
scarcity of gold and very soon, if the exporta- 
tion continues, will clamor for it. It will be 
hoarded. What will be the result? The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury will say he can't pay gold, 
ba aust pay silver. Then will come the trou- 

ie. 

Mr. C. 8. Smith presented the memorial peti- 
tioning for the suspension of the coinage of sil- 
ver and the discontinuing of the issue of one and 
two dollar bills sent by the New-York Chamber 
of Commerce. Mr. Buckner said he thought no 
appropriation would be made by the Committee 
on Appropriations for the Paes of bills less 
than $5in value. Mr. Smith continued: ** When 
the Sub-Treasu in New-York says to the 
Clearing-house, ‘ You've got to take silver for 
your balance,’ the panic willcome. The effect 
of a suspension of coinage would be that pen d 
but the silver men would be hurt; that the possi- 
ble anger of putting the Government on a sil- 
ver basis would be prevented, and that a panic 
which would result from contraction would be 


vrevented. 

Mr. Chittenden, of New-York, read a letter 
from a New-York gentleman, received to-day, 
inquiring whether or not Congress would stop 
the coinage of silver.

THE SAULSBURY MAIL FRAUDS. 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—Second Assistant 

Postmaster-General H. D. Lyman was examined 

before the Springer committee to-day with rela- 

tion to,the claims against mail contractors for 
fraudulent overcharges. Mr. Lyman said he had 
been in the mail service since 1875, first as a first 
class clerk, then asa Special Agent, and finally 
as Second Assistant Postmaster-General, He 
was, he said, one of the arbitrators appoint- 
edto adjust the claims in the Saulsbury 
and Parker cases. The other arbitrators were 


R. G. Ingersoll, and Mr. Elmer, then the Sec- 
ond Assistant Postmaster-General. Witness said 
that he was appointed on the board to represent 
Mr. George Bliss. The board never held a meet- 
ing. Heread copies of letters passing between 
the Government counsel andthe Department of 
Justice and the Postmaster-General, explaining 
the purpose of the a oy arbitration. He 
said that members of the board discussed the 
matter informally, but never took any action, as 
there was doubt as to their authority. The 
Saulsburys were anxious to procure an arbitra- 
tion, but the Government declined to do so. 
He said that in the 43 routes where 
expedition had been made, which had been 
investigated, there was a large amount of 
fraud. As tothe whole 93 routes which had not 
been investigated, he thought more or less fraud 
would be found, but many of the routes were 
small and the expansion honest. The whole 
amount in the 43 cases of expedition was $2,172, 
832 87. In all these cases, he said, there was 
fraud, to what extent. in each could not be 
learned, but the Government meant to sue for 
the whole amount of the expedition. He said 
that he thought no expedition could be made 
safely under the existing law, the law being Mnf 
imperfect. This, he thought, should be amended. 
The regulation covering this point, he said, was 
drawn up during Mr. Brady’s administration as 
Second Assistant Postmaster-General, but all 
efforts to ascertain who drew it failed. It was 
not in conformity with the law.

ferred to does not bear the signature of a single stock- 
holder. There is not a single a)legation, though they are 
14 in number. that bas not y been answered by me. 
There is no proof whatever accompanying these alioga- 
tions. Thereis nothing toshow whom William A. Taine, 
who signs his name as Secretary. represents, or who 
compose the Executive Committee, or what share- 
holders this committee represents, or by what authority 
they act as such Executive Committee. The Controller 
insists that, while these allegations are of no impor- 
tance whatever, yet, if they are to be considered, the 
shareholders themselVes who bring these so-called ad- 
ditional charges sha)] be required to affix their signa- 
tures and acknowledge their responsibility.” 


‘In conclusion, Mr. Knox emphatically asserts 
that the allegations are made from motives of 
malice, and not from a desire to advance the real 
interests of either stockholders or creditors.

Several petitions were presented in the Senate 
to-day in opposition to the pending Newspaper Copy- 
right bill.

Two Arthur delegates to Chicago were 
chosen at the Fifth Congressional District 
Convention last night, but Mr. DaGGrettr 
was not one of them. Mr. DaGGETT was 
rejected by his own district—the Third— 
but as his presence at the National Con- 
vention was considered essential to the 
smooth working of the machine’s plans 
an impudent attempt was made to force 
him upon the Fifth District. Though 
willing to oblige the bosses with delegates 
of their own stripe, the Republicans of 
that district could not be bullied into ac- 
cepting DAGGETT. 


A jury was obtained yesterday for the 
trial of Sheriff Davipson, and there is no 
reason to suppose that it is not a fairly in- 
telligent and competent body of men to 
pass upon the simple facts of the case. 
The Sheriff has no desire to attempt to 
clear his general record, and his counsel 
insists upon narrowing the evidence as 
much as possible. The charge against 
Mr. Davipson is the very vulgar one of 
larceny in pocketing $89 which he pre- 
tended to have spent for cooking and clean- 
ing, when, in fact, it was not paid out for 
that or any other public purpose. The 
alleged transaction is only a bample of the 
methods by which public money has been 
misappropriated by the Sheriff. 


The Aqueduct Commissioners have 
adopted the maps and plans for the new 
aqueduct prepared by the Department of 
Public Works, though the working plans 
are likely to be delayed for some time yet. 
Engineer CHURCH has presented a report 
on the Quaker Bridge Dam, in which he 
not only favors that project, but takes the 
ground that the new aqueduct cannot be 
fully utilized without it. He says that it 
would be as unwise to delay the construc- 
tion of the dam as to postpone the begin- 
ning of the aqueduct. This is quite incon- 
sistent with views heretofore expressed by 
him on the subject, and it is hard to see 
what has been brought to light to change 
his opinion. Other eminent authorities 
have expressed the belief that the dam is 
unnecessary, or that if ultimately required 
it will not be needed for many years to 
come. It will be an exceedingly costly 
project, and the reasons for it should be 
more conclusively set forth than they yet 
have been before the city is committed 
to it. 


We regret to say that the three-cent 
organ of the best people expects them to 
be satisfied with logic which would be 
dear at two syllogisms for a cent. Accord- 
ing to the Tribune, ‘‘ there will be a gen- 
eral desire that the law of this State shall 
be determined beyond dispute on the great 
question” which Judge VaN Brunt has 
decided; and it further remarks that 
Judge Van Brunt’s decision will be a 
bitter dose to the Kneeland coterie 
in that it declares all the loose 
charges of fraud and conspiracy which 
they have been scattering about to be 
unfounded! Why is not sauce for the 
Kneeland goose sauce also for the Gould 
gander? Why should the best people be 
instructed that while a Judge’s decision 
is reviewable, his obiter dicta are final, 
and must be accepted? Why should there 
not be a “‘ general desire” that the Court of 
Appeals should pass upon the “ great ques- 
tion” whether the whitewash has con- 
cealed the color of the object ?

MR. BLAINE AND PENNSYLVANIA. 


The action of the Republican State Con- 
vention of Pennsylvania yesterday will 
not seriously disturb Mr. BLarve’s literary 
studies. He will hardly suspend them to 
reflect on the changes which his recently 
developed simplicity of taste would re- 
quire him to make in the fittings of the 
White House. It is doubtful if the pro- 
ceedings of the convention will even 
change his mind as to the desirableness of 
the State Department under the next Ad- 
ministration or the annoyance of having his 
personal record overhauled during the long 
months of a Presidential canvass. It can- 
not be denied that the convention was 
enthusiastic and outspoken, and in full de- 
clared sympathy with the illustrious ad- 
venturer to whom it contributed six 
votes in the National Convention. But 
appearances are not absolutely conclusive, 
and the intimate supporters of Mr. BLAINE, 
the men whose interests and ambition are 
most closely linked with his strange 
fortunes, were not without suspicion that 
Mr. BLAINE’s appearance of resistless 
strength might in the near future prove 
deceptive. 

In the present temper of Pennsylvania 
Republicans an active politician with 
plans of his own would be very foolish not 
to don the garb of a Blaine man, and it is 
to be noted that the gentleman who pro- 
posed the resolutions indorsing Mr. BLAINE 
was regarded with much anxiety up to 
the last moment, and that he took the op- 
portunity to quote the advice of Gen. Smion 
CaMERON as the basis of his zealous 
proposition. When Gen. CAMERON finds 
it advisable to send word to a convention 
that he favors instructions for a candidate 
whom he has never loved and has been 
suspected of betraying it is not to be won- 
dered at that the bondé fide Blaine men are 
not looking for their most dreaded foes in 
the renks of the avowed opposition. It 
was a very conspicuous triumph which 
they seem to have won yesterday, but we 
should not be surprised if it made them 
feel uneasy rather than secure. 

Incidentally, it may be remarked that 
the gentleman to whom the Pennsylva- 
nians have committed themselves is, from 
his own point of view, an ex-statesman, a 
citizen engaged in absorbing literary la- 
bors, who no more desires a nomination 
for the Presidency than does Mr. TILDEN, 
for instance. On this point his attitude 


He may have his own reasons and he is 
entitled to them. He is also entitled to 
have them respected, and the Penn- 
sylvania politicians have placed him 
in a position which may be very 
painful to him. If it should turn 
out that Mr. Buiare distinctly re- 
gards ‘‘the post of honor as the private 
station,” because if he were forced into a 
public station, with the curiosity of the 
whole country focused on his past, he 
could not keep his honor—such as he has— 
then his friends would have done him 
an ill turn. Doubtless to them he ap- 
pears unreasonably timid about the ef- 
fect of campaign discussion upon his 
peace of mind and his reputation— 
what there is of it. But ought they 
not in fairness to remember that he is a 
much better judge of the situation than 
they? If they stopped to reflect, they 
must see that even what is known, and, 
still more, what is logically inferred from 
what is known, could be used in a way to 
be very trying to their candidate, and 
there may well be back of that, in the re- 
cesses of Mr. BLAINE’S conscience, much 
more than enough—though Heaven knows 
that is quite sufficient—to justify the re- 
luctance he has manifested to subject him- 
self to the fierce light that beats upon a 
Presidential candidate. 

The platform on which the Pennsylvania 
Convention placed their professed favorite 
is a pretty fair one for Pennsylvania. It 
is protectionist, of -course, though the 
wisest protectionists of that State would 
hardly regard it as a safe one, in that re- 
gard, for Chicago. It advocates clearly, 
and for very sound reasons, the suspension 
of silver coinage, and deprecates any ad- 
dition to that coinage through the redemp- 
tion of the trade dollar. It compliments 
Mr. ArtTHuUR’s Administration and it 
‘‘commends every effort to sustain and 
promote thorough civil service reform in 
all departments of the National and State 
Governments.” 


MR. ARTHUR’S CHANCES. 


We are afraid the Albany Evening 
Journal is too hasty in some of its polit- 
ical con¢lusions. It accepts Mr. TILDEN’s 
letter to the Iroquois Club as a ‘ with- 
drawal,” and it declares with a good deal 
of emphasis that ‘‘ one fact of supreme im- 
portance has become perfectly patent,” and 
that is that the majority of the delegates 
to the Utica Convention ‘“‘ will be clearly 
opposed to the renomination of President 
ARTHUR.” It thinks his candidacy ‘‘im- 
possible,” and further says that ‘‘even 
should the New-York City delegation be 
united in his favor—and that is highly im- 
probable—it now seems certain that Gen. 
ARTHUR’S supporters will comprise but lit- 
tle more than one-third of the conven- 
tion.” 

This is very wild talk. The Even- 
ing Journal should revise its estimates, 
not only to set itself right, but that 
it may not unwittingly lead the friends 
of other proposed candidates into the 
mistakes which come of over-confi- 
dence. Those who deem the Republican 
Party already safe from the disaster of 
President ARTHUR’S candidacy betray a 
strange blindness to obvious facts and 
a still stranger forgetfulness of the 
‘*forbidden and abhorrent forces” which 
the machine sometimes brings into 
play to win a game seemingly lost. 
The Republicans of the Third Assem- 
bly District in Oneida regarded it as 
“perfectly patent” that they had beaten 
the Arthur men in their caucuses; but the 
district convention chose four stalwart 
delegates to Utica all the same. 


IMPROVING THE RAILROAD BILL. 


The Assembly spent the entire day yes- 
terday in considering the Street Surface 
Railroad bill in Committee of the Whole. 
Unlimited opportunity was given for dis- 
cussion and amendment, and _ several] 
amendments were adopted which remove 
possible objections. The original limita- 
tion of 1,000 feet as the distance over 
which two companies may occupy 
the same street or use the same 
tracks was restored. This removes all 
doubt as to the opportunity for making 
needed connections. The provision re- 
quiring that passengers shall be carried 
for asingle fare over the entire line op- 
erated by one company, including branches 
and extensions, was made more explicit. 
This will of itself serve to check any mo- 
nopolizing tendency through the extension 
of existing roads over new territory. What- 
ever additions they may make to their 
lines, they, will have to give the pub- 
lic the benefit of them without extra 
charge, and this makes it for the interest 
of the public that extensions should be 
made where they are practicable rather 
than that new and separate roads should 
be built. The addition to the twelfth sec- 
tion, which authorizes the use of “im- 
proved steam power,” was stricken out. 
This is of doubtful expediency, as inven- 
tion may yet devise a method of applying 
steam to street railways in a form that 
would be unobjectionable and even de- 
sirable. But if that should be accom- 
plished, doubtless authority could be ob- 
tained for its use. 

The provision which authorizes the dis- 
continuance or suspension of the use of 
any portion of a route was also stricken 
out. An unsuccessful attempt was made 
to strike out the whole fifteenth sec- 
tion, which provides for the leasing of. 
rights or routes by one company to an- 
other. This is very carefully guarded, 
and the supporters of the bill claim that it 
will serve a useful purpose. Such leases 
can only be made to companies al- 
ready authorized to run upon _ such 
routes. An effort was also made to 
have the sale of franchises by auction 
made obligatory, but we are convinced 
that in a bill applying to the whole State, 
as this does, such a provision would be un- 
wise. It was defeated, as was the effort 
to strike out the sixteenth section, which 
prohibits the construction of surface roads 
under the Rapid Transit act. An unsuc- 
cessful effort was also made to restore the 
requirement that after five years the per- 
centage of gross receipts to be paid to the 
sinking fund of cities shall be increased to 
5 per cent, This is a change in the law 


“which may hereafter be made, if exne- 


’ ; 


The only other changes made were imma- 
terial. 

On the whole the bill was improved. It 
was ordered to a third reading with little 
opposition, but the motion that it have its 
third reading last night, which required a 
two-thirds vote, was defeated. It is evi- 
dent that the opposition of the cable ring 
will not cease until the bill is fairly 
through the Legislature. There are indi- 
cations of weakening under its blandish- 
ments and threats on the part of certain 
members, but they cannot flatter them- 


selves, if they yield, that their motives or 


the character of the influences to which 
they submit will be misunderstood. The 
bill is a good one. It is demanded by the 
public interests and opposed only by the 
corrupt cable ring, which desires to defeat 
it in order that it may carry out its scheme 
for establishing a monopoly in new surface 
roads in this city. 


THE FRENCH VICTORIES. 


The French occupation of Hung-Hoa 
may fairly be said to terminate the cam- 
paign in Annam. Hung-Hoa was the ob- 
jective point of the invaders from the 
time when they first fired a gun in the 
territory of Indo-China, It is, so tospeak, 


the gateway of Yunnan, the Chinese Prov- 


ince next north of Annam. Navigation 
by the river brings an adventurous trader 
directly into the heart of the Province. 
One of the chief alleged grievances of 
the French was that they were denied 
this navigation; and even the most indif- 
ferent observer could see that this was 
purely a commercial war, a campaign in 
the interests of French trade. If French 
glory could be at the same time advanced, 
so much the better; but the invasion has 
been conducted on the same thrifty plan 
as that invariably adopted by the “ nation 
of shop-keepers” whenever British trade 
has been forced upon a semi-barbarous 
and unwilling people. 

The result of the campaign is most fort- 
unate for the French. When we recall 
the fierce assaults made upon the Ministry 
by its enemies in the early part of the 
war, and remember how critical were its 
fortunes at that time, we can appreciate 
the extent of the victory in France and 
the humiliation of the minority in the 
Chamber of Deputies. Of course, there 
will be no invasion of China. Other Euro- 
pean nations, which, having been watching 
from afar, like birds of prey, this strug- 
gle on the frontier, would not permit 
such an invasion, even if the French 
should propose it. But, while China is 
thus menaced, the power of France will 
be brought to bear to exact an enormous 
indemnity for war expenses. The extent 
of this indemnity we can only guess at; 
but, as long ago as last December, it was 
announced to be the policy of France to 
compel China, as an aggressor, to pay the 
expenses of the war. The destruction of 
Chinese suzerainty in Annam may be ac- 
cepted as in part satisfaction of the great- 
ly inflated claims of the French. But, 
with French finances already seriously 
embarrassed by war expenses, ‘‘ swingeing 
damages” are sure to be demanded. 

Naturally,this unexpected termination of 
the campaign has created a panic in China. 
It is reported, on what seems to be doubtful 
authority, that Prince KunG, who has 
been for many years Premier of the em- 
pire, has been degraded, and that Prince 
Cuun, the father of the boy Emperor, 
has temporarily taken the helm of pub- 
lic affairs. It js likely, however, that 
many of the lesser officials of the 
stupendous bureaucracy of the em- 
pire have been degraded from their 
rank. Some of them may even suffer 
death. Hari-kiri, or ‘‘ Happy Dispatch,” 
as it is sometimes ignorantly called, is un- 
known in China, and if any disgraced of- 
ficial commits suicide, he does it froma 
sense of honor or with a desire to avoid the 
public executioner and torture. The much- 
vaunted military power of China has been 
overrated. The Chinese Army has not 
made such progress in the art of modern 
warfare as was supposed. The advance 
of the French has been an unbroken series 
of _ victories. The Chinese defense has 
been of the flimsiest description. 


HOW TO PROLONG LIFE. 


It has been ascertained by a careful 
study of statistics that habitual indulgence 
in astronomy actually - prolongs life. 
Few young men become addicted to as- 
tronomy before they have reached their 
eighteenth year. According to insurance 
tables, a young man who is 18 years old 
and in good health may expect to live to 
be 61. It has been found, however, that 
the average length of life of habitual as- 
tronomers is 64 years and 3 months. There- 
fore young men of 18 years of age can, as 
a rule, add three years and three months 
to their lives by becoming astronomers. 

One would naturally think, that astron- 
omy tended to shorten life. No one who 
has seen an astronomer wending his way 
home from his observatory at early dawn, 
and too frequently under the influence of 
the green tea with which he has kept him- 
self awake, would predict long life for 
suchaman. The constant use of the tele- 
scope may cheer and may not inebriate, but 
how can it strengthen the muscles or pro- 
long the vitality of the digestive organs? 
It cannot be the mathematical recrea- 
tions of the astronomer which prolong his 
life, for in that case his average length of 
life would not surpass that of professional 
mathematicians, and surely the waste of 
nervous force which a quarrel over a new 
comet with a rival astronomer involves 
cannot but be positively injurious. 

It may be alleged that inasmuch as the 
astronomer passes the greater part of his 
time alone he escapes the excitement to 
which men who mingle with the world in 
the daytime and go home to their families 
at night are subject. This is not strictly 
true, for it must be remembered that the 
astronomer who returns home at 4 
o'clock A. M., and insists upon giving his 
wife the latest astronomical news, rarely 
escapes passing through a very exciting 
half-hour. In point of fact, the astrono- 
mer’s whole life is an exciting one. Con- 
sider for a moment the restrained excite- 
ment with which he lies in ambush with 
his trusty telescope for a stray comet or 
asteroid. and the wild exultation which is 


any one 
who that astronomers are not ex- 
citable observe the way in which two 
astronomers who.each claim to have dis- 
covered the same star carry on their dis- 
cussion. Two rival theologians could not 
possibly display more earnestness of con- 
viction and express themselves with more 
turpitude of language. 

The fact that astronomers live longer 
than other men must be due to the fact 
that their habits are nocturnal. The 
strongest animals—the lion and the tiger— 
are nocturnal, and even the elephant is 
fond of grazing at night. Primeval man, 
originating in the tropics, doubtless slept 
in the shade all day and hunted and 
fished at night. The astronomer who 
spends his days in sleep escapes the glare 
of sunshine and the uproar of the streets, 
while he indulges in his passion for stars 
in the peaceful hours of the cool and quiet 
night. It is not so much his astronomical 
excesses as his nocturnal habits which pro- 
long his life. He is reverting to the habits 
of his remote ancestors, and, like them, 
escapes much of the evil of civilization. 


A NEW DISEASE. 


It appears that a number of cases of 
apoplexy have occurred among young 
men wearing the tight trousers that have 
been in fashion during the past Winter. 
Physicians assert that the pressure of these 
trousers, by obstructing the circulation of 
the blood, has gorged the vessels of the 
brain, and in several gases led to fatal re- 
sults. 

There is another article of dress which 
is far more dangerous than tight trousers. 
Wearing this article has developed an en- 
tirely new disease, known among the 
medical profession as Morbus Millsii. It 
attacks the spinal marrow, and indirectly 
affects the entire nervous system. It is 
easily distinguished from other spinal dis- 
eases by the fact that it is invariably ac- 
companied by an irritation of the skin, 
due apparently to the action of a 
mineral poison. The disease was 
first noticed at a well-known female 
seminary, where the pupils subscribed for 
a large quantity of New-York Tribunes, 


which are printed on a peculiarly stiff and’ 


elastic. paper, well adapted to be worn as 
an article of dress, in the absence of the 
somewhat expensive articles made of steel 
springs and stout cloth. Only those pu- 
pils who were in the habit of wearing the 
Tribune were attacked, and it was thus 
made evident that the disease was in 
some way’ connected with the rep- 
rehensible practice in question. So far 
the prompt removal of the cause 
has never failed to effect a cure except in 
two instances. In these two cases the 
disease had gone too far before medical 
aid was sought, and the unfortunate vic- 
tims died in great agony. 


Mr. W. D. Howe11s has taken the trouble 
to prepare for publication a “ card” announcing 
that he is merely the adapter, not the author, of 
the dramacalled “ Yorick’s Love.” Most intel- 
ligent playgoers whose memory extends back 
nine or ten years were already aware of that 
fact. Mr. HOWELIS says that he translated the 
play for Mr. BARRETT from the Spanish of 
an author whose pen name is Joaquin Este- 
bunez; its Spanish title is “Un Drama 
Nuevo,” and that his version was called 
“A New Play,” “till Mr. Barrett had 
the happy inspiration of naming it ‘ Yorick’s 
Love.’” Mr. BARRETT’s “happy inspiration” 
was derived from Mr. AvuGusTIn DaLy, who 
produced a translation of the drama of Este- 
bunez at the Fitth-Avenue Theatre nine years 
ago under the title of “ Yorick.” Mr. Lovis 
JAMES, who is now the principal actor in Mr. 
BARRETT’S company, was then the Yorick, and 
both the play and the performance of it were 
warmly praised by the critics and habitual play- 
goers. Mr. BARRETT’s first representation of 
Mr, HOWELLS8’s version of this striking work did 
not take place until some years later.

The Dukeof BuccLevucH, whose death has 
just been announced by the cable, was one of the 
four or five greatest nobles in the world, and 
merits, both on account of his personal worth 
and the historic interest attached to his name, 
something more than a passing notice. His 
Grace, fifth Duke, was born in 1806, and suc- 
ceeded his father in 1819. He married at the age 
ot 23 Lady CHARLOTTE THYNNE, daughter of the 
Marquis Of Bath, and leaves a numerous issue. 
Although on this side of the water we heard but 
little of the deceased nobleman, he was in truth 
a power in the State. Having lost his parents 
early, he was brought up by his accomplished 
uncle and aunt, Lord and Lady Montaau, who 
combined in a rare degree high birth and 
high breeding with moral and intellectual 
qualities of the most superior order. His 
estate, which had been terribly embarrassed, 
was, during his minority, cleared by the admirable 
management of Lord MontTAau, and he suc- 
ceeded at 21 to a magnificent heritage which to- 
day cannot return a revenue of tess than a clear 
million and a half of dollars. An extraordinary 
accumulation of honors and wealth has 
poured in upon this family. The second 
Earl of BtuccitEvcH, dying in 1651, left 
two daughters. The eldest died young. The 
second, inheriting the earldom, which passed 
in the female line, became Countess of Buc- 
CLEUCH in her own right. A few years later 
CHARLES II., casting about to provide well for 
his pet son by his favorite, Lucy WALTERs, 
fixed upon the young Countess, the best 
match of her day. They were married in 1663, 
and were created Duke and Duchess of Buc- 
CLEUCH, he being already Duke of MonmourTs. 
MoNMOUTH'’S disastrous rebellion and execution, 
under peculiarly distressing circumstances, on 
Tower Hill, are matter of history. For a 
few years after MONMOUTH’s’ execution 
his widow and children lived in strict seclus- 
ion, but his grandson contrived, principally 
through the influence of JoHN, Duke of Ar- 
gyll and Greenwich—Jeannie Deans’s friend 
in “The Heart of Midlothian”—to obtain a 
restoration of the inferior English honors which 
had become forfeited, and by which the Duke en- 
joyed a seat in the House of Lords. The dukedom 
of Monmouth, however, has not been restored, 
and the Duke of BUCCLEUCH sat in the House as 
Earl of DONCASTER. The second Duke mar- 
ried, in 1720, a daughter of the Duke of QUEENSs- 
BERRY, and ninety years later this marriage 
brought that title to the late Duke, with Drum- 
lanrig Castle and a great estate. This happened 
by the fourth Duke of QuEENSBERRY— a noto- 
rious old reprobate familiarly known as “old 
Q.”—dying in 1810 childless. Lord DALKEITH, san 
of the second Duke of BucCLEUCH, married the 
eldest daughter and coheiress (shé had no broth- 
er) of the famous Duke of ARGYLL above alluded 
to, andshe also brought immense wealth into tho 
family. The third Duke married the daughter, 
and eventually the heiress, of **~ Duke of Mon- 
TAGU. By this marriage Beaulieu Abbey, in 
the New Yorest; Ditton Park, near Windsor, 
famous for its oaks, and Boughton, in North- 
amptonshire, a huge chateau in the French style, 
with thirty miles of turf avenues radiating from 
the mansion, came into the possession of the 
BUCCLEUCHS, together with an immense deal of 
plate and precious paraphernalia, for the Duke of 
MONTAGU was son-in-law of the great MARI- 
BOROUGH, who died sonless, and his daughter 
inherited much of her grasping grandparents’ 
hoards. The Duke of BuccoLEUCcH owned the 

three Scotch counties, and it is 
knew his ter- 
His properties 


were admirably managed. Both he and. 


the Duchess worked hard to do their 
duty in their state of life—their household 
was regarded as at once the greatest, the most 
hospitable, and the best managed in England. 
The humble as well as the high were well cared 
for. _The Duke held office under Sir Roszrtr 
PEEL’s Government, at that Minister’s earnest 
request, but in accepting it, reluctantly, stated 
that he felt that the proper management of his 
vast estates was more than a sufficient occupa- 
tion. His son, the Earl of DALKEITH, who now 
succeeds to his father’s great responsibilities, is 
an amiable man, of quiet habits and indolent dis- 
position. He is married to a very charming and 
beautiful woman, daughter of the Duke of

ITALIAN OPERA. 

The representation of “‘L’ Elisir d’Amore”’ 
given during the Fall season by Mr. Mapleson’s 
artists,and then referred to as one of the very 
best of the many good performances sup- 
plied by that impresario, was repeated at the 
Academy of Music last evening, to the de- 
light of a fairly numerous audience. The 
rendering of Donizetti’s bright and melodious 
work, which all the Wagnerian theorists and 
theories of the age cannot rob of its unfailing 
charm, was not quite as symmetrical as the ear- 
lier representation, for Signor Bellati as Belcore 
was hardly an acceptable substitute for poor 
Signor Lombardelli. Mme. Gerster, Signor Ca- 
racciolo, and Signor Vicini were as efficient as of 
old, and the general impression of the opera dif- 
fered but little from that already produced. Adina 
is unquestionably one of Mme. Gerster's happiest 
personations. The tessitura of the music and its 
fluent themes and graceful ornateness accord 
admirably with the high range and pure and 
silvery timbre of her voice and the easy fluency 
and brilliancy of her execution, while the 
mingled naiveté, coquetry, and gentle senti- 
ment of the character are well within 


the bounds of her talent as an actress. Her 
portrayal of Adina last. night could in no re- 
spect have been improved upon. Opportunities 


of noting the clearness and sweetness of her: 


tones were abundant, and in the flute-like 
cantabile passages of the first duet with 
Memorino, (*Chiedi all’ aura,”’) and in 
the aria in the second act, (‘* Prendi, per 
me sei libero”)+to name but two of the most 
effective numbers of the score—nothing more en- 
chanting to the ear or more expressive could 
have been desired. In the lively duet with Dul- 
camara (“Quanto amore”) the hme and 
piquancy of the prima donna’s ging 
asserted themselves, of course, in the 
strongest manner, and the waltz movement 
(*“O- dolee contento”) introduced as a 
pyrotechnic climax at the close of the 
opera revealed the facility with which the artist 
soars to altissimo on the wings of multitudinous 
trills and __ staccati. most everything 
was encored, and the anxiety for repeti- 
tions was so genuine that almost every- 
thing was sung twice. Histrionically Mme. 
Gerster’s Adinua was as impressive as in the 
past. Herscenes with Nemorino were carried 
on with exceeding naturalness, spirit, and deli- 
cate vis comica. Signor Carracciolo’s Dulcamara, 
as already recorded, is a highly merito- 
rious impersonation. His dry humor, rap- 
id and distinct enunciation, and cleverness 
as a comedian were all apparent on _ the 
occasion under notice. Signor Vicini’s Nemo- 
-Yino is also a capital bit of acting, and his sing- 
ing yesterday was, as it always is, earnest and 
vigorous. Signor Vicini’s fibrous and powerful 
voice is not brought out, in our judgment, to 
the best advantage. The ope nd of its tone varies; 
it issometimes pure and vibrant, and occasion- 
ally throaty and nasal, especially when forced. 
Well-directed study ought to remove these de- 
fects, and tenor voices of sufficient range and 
strength are so rare that it seems to us that 
strenuous exertions in the direction indicated 
would in due course be handsomely re- 
paid. Signor Vicini’s work, however, is in- 
variably careful and expressive. and it 
suaey tells upon an audience. “ Una furtiva 
agrima”’ was encored last evening. It only re- 
mains to add that the chorus was passably steady 
and that Signor Arditi’s band played the pretty 
and gossiping accompaniments with the uisite 
alternation of mild sentiment and dainty light- 
ness, and with proportionate effect. 


“THE MOONLIGHT MARRIAGE.” 

A large and brilliant audience witnessed 
a performance of “The Moonlight Marriage” at 
the Madison-Square Theatre yesterday after- 
noon. Several persons in the cast—composed of 
well-known amateurs—have been seen already 
on many occasions this season, on one occasion, 
especially, when ‘* The Romance of a Poor Young 
Man” was given. The chief parts in that play, 
it will be remembered, were-done by Mrs. Potter, 
Mrs. Teall, Mr. Hill, and Mr. Coward. In“ The 
Moonlight Marriage” the cast comprises these 
persons: Mr. R. 8. Hill, Mr. Jefferson George, Mr. 
G. H. McLean, Mr. E. F. Coward, Mr. H. G. 
Paine, Mr. J. B. Townsend, Mr. W. F. Johnson, 
Mrs. James Brown Potter, Mrs. Oliver Sumner 
Teall, Miss Billings, Miss Hegeman, and Mr. 
Theodore Boynton. There are also a score of 
young men and ladies whose names are not made 
publicin the company. “ The Moonlight Mar- 
Triage” is simply another title for Watts Phillip’s 
old melodrama, “* Camilla’s Husband.” It is an 


extravagant and lugubrious piece in four acts,and 
is hardly the sort of work that inexperienced 
players should be induced to present. It tells the 
sorrowful tale of a romantic young woman 
who, at a moment of extreme passion, marries a 
man whom she does not know for a rather use- 
less purpose. The man is a wild artist, who, 
quite naturally, falls in love with his myste- 
rious wife. In the course of a high-pitched se- 
ries of events there is offered at last a beautiful 
and dramatic transformation by means of 
love. It must be admitted that the actors were 
intelligent and earnest yesterday. The play, 
moreover, was ——_ in a bright, effective 
manner. The skillfully arranged and picturesque 
dance, in polka time, wascarried through with 
spirit by the “supernumeraries.” Mrs. Potter 
was, as usual, sympathetic and graceful; there 
were some very charming suggestions in her 
acting. Her manner seem to be rather 
nervous, though not unpleasantly nervous. 
Mrs. Teall, though she lacked self-assurance, 
made her part, Sloeberry, extremely picturesque. 
Mr. Coward is not old enough for a character 
like Dogbriar, but he is a bright actor and better 
than the run of amateurs. Mr. McLean 
acted with unusual self-poise and good sense. 
Mr. Hill was uneven, and interesting at his best. 
Mr. Townsend managed two slight parts clever- 
ly. This was, of course, an “amateur” perform- 
ance and must not be considered too seriously. 
Of its sort it was one more entertaining experi- 
ment in a class of pleasure-work that has be- 
come of late exceedingly popular here. It is 
needless to say that the scenery used in “The 
Moonlight Marriage” provided an agreeable 
background for it. 

The same piece will be repeated this afternoon 
and to-morrow afternoon. It is given in aid of 
the Home for Destitute Blind. 


“A GREAT SCHEME.” 

Mr. Leonard Grover is a constructor of 
plays who has in the past proved that he was 
possessed of some ingenuity. Filled with remi- 
hiscences of the acrobatic humor of Prof.Gillypod 
and Col. M. T. Elevator, a good-natured gather- 
ing of actors, actresses, journalists, and personal 
friends of the author gathered in the Comedy 
Theatre last evening in the hope that they might 
to-day be the means of disseminating the news 
that Mr. Grover’s latest agglomeration of inci- 
dents, “* A Great Scheme, or the Dime Museum” 
was an interesting and amusing spectacle. 
The first act of this fantasy, though its 


presentation revealed the absence of talent 
in most of the company and the pres- 
ence of the prompter in most of the 
entrances, contained some elements of comedy. 
It exhibited the stage of a theatre whereon the 
first act of a new piay was given before an audi- 
ence consistin of one personal friend of 
the author. is play was the last resort 
of an unsuccessful company, and the 
next act found the actors and actress posing with 
reat earnestness and small success as curiosities 
nadime museum. With the exception of Leon- 
ard Grover,*Jr., as General Bunn. Barkadoo, the 
manager, and James Russell as Eager Charles, a 
would-be actor, the company engaged in endeav- 
oring to interpret Mr. Grover’s play were not of 
the kind likely to startle the public, but had each 
of them been Momus himself, he could not have 
coped successfully with the material supplied by 
the author.

And now the Italian Govern- 
ment, which represents only about 28,000,000 
people—and they are not all good Catholics, I am 
sorry to say—steps in and says: ‘ We will take 
your roperty and sell it, and put the proceeds 
nto Italian bonds, and the interest on those 
bonds shall be the future income of the Propa- 
ganda, and the bonds themse!ves the Propa- 
ganda’s capital.’ Now, if the bonds of Italy were 
equal in value to the bonds of the United States, 
I would say at once that the question was set- 
tled. If they were as goodas the Bank of En- 
land notes or the American greenbacks it would 
satisfactory. Now, I don’t say anything 
against the artistic beauty of Italian bonds, 
but Lhavea great deal more feeling for one of 
our nasty, dirty-looking dollars.

DANIEL GODWIN. 

Daniel Godwin, of the old firmsof Baker 
& Godwin, book and job printers, No. 25 Park- 
row, and Baker, Voorhis & Co., law-book pub- 
lishers, No. 66 Nassau-street, died at his resi- 
dence in Ridgewood, N. J., at 1 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. Mr. Godwin had enjoyed good 
health until early last week, when he was de- 
layed at his office and ran to catch a ferry-boat 
50 as not to miss his usualtrainhome. Asaconse- 


quence of this violent exertion he was attacked 
with a disease of the heart, which prostrated 
him. He was able to be out on Sunday, how- 
ever, but he then caught a cold, which resulted in 
pneumonia, from which he died. He leavesa . 
widow, two sons, and two daughters, all but one 
ot whom are married. 

Mr. Godwin was one of the most familiar 
‘figures to be seen daily in Printing-house square, 
and one of the oldest printers in the city. He 
was born in Bath, England, in February, 1815, 
but came to this country when a lad of 13, with a 
sister and two brothers. He learned the printer’s 
trade, and after working as a journeyman for 
some time entered the firm of Baker & Godwin, 
which has been in existence for over 40 years. 
The business was conducted in the old Tribune 
office until that structure was demolished to 
make room for the new building, when it was 
removed to No. 25 Park-row. During the 
draft riots of 1863 the Tribune Building 
was attacked. and an attempt was made 
to clean out the office of ‘Baker & Godwin, but 
the rush was repulsed by the police, under the 
command of Captain, now Inspector, Thorne. In 
1866 Mr. Godwin became a member of the firm of 
Baker, Voorhis & Co., in which business he con- 
tinued unti] his death. He was also a stock- 
holder in the New-York News Company. Mr. 
Godwin was a Mason,and fora long time a very 
active one. He formerly belonged to the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, which he left a few 
years ago to become a member of the Reformed 
Dutch Church. He delighted to supply country 

ulpits during the temporary absence of Pas- 

rs, and engaged largely in mission work. Like 
his o:d friend, Horace Greeley, his ear was always 
open to the a of the eh and he will 
long be remembered in Ridgew for his many 
deeds of unostentatious charity.

STEPHEN KOVACS. 

Major Stephen Kovacs, a3 Hungarian 
patriot and an officerin the Union army during 
the late war, died on Tuesday at the residence of 
his friend, Dr. Kelemen, of No. 18 East Ninth- 
street. Major Kovacs was born 59 years ago and 
came of a noble family. He took sides with tha 
Hungarian patriots when the ,troubles arose in 
his native land, and became an officer on Kos- 
suth’s staff. He fled from Hungary with Kos-~ 
suth and came to this country in 181. Dr. 
Kelemen, who also came of a noble Hun- 
garian family, interested himself in the 
refugee and rocured employment for 
him. At the b out of the war Kovacs be- 
came a Captain in the Fifty-fourth New-York 
Volunteers. He was afterward made Major, and 
was at one time offered a Brigadier-Generalship, 
whieh he declined on the ground that he wasa 
foreigner. Major Kovacs was taken prisoner at 
Gettysburg, where he gallantly himself

sent to Libby Prison, where he remained eight 
months.

ots, but gave up his chance to an officer who had

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‘PENNSYLVANIA FOR BLAINE 


‘JHE STATE DELEGATES INSTRUCT- 
ED TO SUPPORT HIM. 
ANTI-BLAINE MEN INCLINED TO SUPPORT 
LINCOLN, AND PREDICTING THAT HE 

WILL BE NOMINATED. 


HARRISBURG, Penn., April 16.—The Re- 
publicans of Pennsylvania elected six delegates 
at large to-day and instructed them to vote for 
Blaine and Lincoln. They even bound their 
Committee on Resolutions to report such 
instructions. Notwithstanding the apparent 
preponderance of Blaine sentiment shown 
by a vote of 200 to 37, it is said by some politicians 
to-night that in the cases of many convention 
delegates this sentiment is apparent rather 
than real, and that from 4 to & of 
the State’s 60 national delegates will not 
vote for Blaine at Chicago. They even assert 
that some of the delegates at large, although in- 
structed, will not vote for Blaine. On the 
other hand, the real friends of Blaine pro- 
fess to believe that at least four-fifths of 
the delegation will stand by their candidate. The 
contest over four convention delegates in Pitts- 
burg between the regulars and independents, 
represented by Magee and Bayne, respectively, 
was the most exciting incident of the 
convention. Magee was beaten in a 
committee chosen by the conference, but 
he won in open convention by a vote in which 
the full strength of the regulars was not shown. 


Some of the independents had apparently come 
to the conclusion that their strength was 
measured by the voting strength of Blaine. 
The anti-Blaine men show a tendency to support 
Lincoln, and some of them confidently predict 
that he will be the next President. They have 
allowed the Blaine movement to advance without 
much opposition in the country towns, while they 
quietly retained their hold upon the organiza- 
tion and strengthened their position in other re- 
gspects. They now say that many Blaine district 
delegates will go with them at the proper time. 
If the predictions are well founded, instructions 
are not worth much in Pennsylvania. 

The convention was called to order at 10:30 by 
Chairman Cooper, of the State Committee. In 
accordance with the agreement made last night 
William B. Waddell, of Chester County, was 
made temporary Chairman. “ I recognize in this 
selection,” said he upon taking the chair, “ a dis- 
position, as I understand it, to harmonize and 
satisfy all elements that may exist in this conven- 
tion.” If there had ever been a time in the his- 
tory of the State, he continued, when harmony 
was desirable this was the time. The alarm 
sounded from Washington yesterday proved that 
Pennsylvanians must stand shoulder to shoulder 
in the approaching contest and look after the 
interests of their State. “It is our duty,” he 
added, “to select delegates at large who will 
voice the sentiment of the State and carry out 
what are undoubtedly the wishes of the people 
of this Commonwealth, and in nominating a Con- 

n at Large we must take a man who will 
fook after our State interests at Washington.” 

A resolution offered by Delegate Leeds, of 
Philadelphia, was adopted, by which it was pro- 
vided that the Chairman and new members of 
the State Committee should be selected after the 
formation of the convention’s committees and 
before the nomination of delegates, Electors, and 
the Congressman. The agreement concerning 
the Committee on Contested Seats was carried 
out without opposition. Senator John Stewart, 
who had been siated for Chairman, moved the 
appointment of a committee of nine, and the 
Chair appointed the author of the motion, with 
David 8 Lane, of Philadelphia; J. H. Long- 
necker, of Bradford; Daniel Bowers, of Arm- 
strong; J. A. Hubbs, of Fayette; Samuel A. 
Losch, of Schuylkill; George W. Merrick, of 
Tioga; Edward J. Reeder, of_ Northamp- 
ton, and C. C. Jadwin, of Wayne. The 
Independents claimed Stewart, Longnecker, 
Hubbs,, and Merrick, Lane, Bowers, Losch, and 
Reeder were assigned to the opposition, and no 
one seemed to know just where ex-Congressman 
Jadwin stood. A Committee on Permanent Or- 

nization was chosen—one member from each 
Benatorial district—and a Committee on Resolu- 
tions was formed in the same way. The Chair 
appointed W. E. Rowan. of Philadelphia, Chair- 
man of the first of these committees because he 
had proposed the formal motion for the creation 
of the committee, and for the same reason ap- 

inted A. L. Snowden, Superintendent of the 
Mint, Chairman of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. Objection was made later on to these ap- 
pointments on the ground that the members of 
each committee ought to have been allowed to 
choose their own Chairman. 

Immediateiy after the formation of the com- 
mittees the unexpected departure from the pro- 
gramme agreed upon was made. 8. W. Harley. 
of Butler, a “ regular,”’ who had been instructed 
for Blaine and who was said to be at heart op- 

osed to his nomination, arose and moved that 

he Committee on Resolutions be instructed to 
bring in a resolution in favor of James G. Blaine 
for President and Robert T. Lincoln for Vice- 
President. ‘“ ‘the sentiment is so unanimous in 
favor of Blaine and Lincoln,” said he, “that I 
think the committee should not leave the hall 
without hearing an expression of it. Yesterday 
I had the honor of calling on Gen. Simon Cam- 
eron. In conversation with me and others he 
used these words: ‘Gentlemen, itis well known 
that the State of Pennsy]vania is for. James G. 
Blaine. I think that the convention to- 
morrow should select delegateS in favor of 
Blaine and should instruct them to vote for 
Blaine.’ So I move that the committee be in- 
structed to bring in a resolution in favor of 
Blaine and Lincoln.” There was loud applause 
from all parts of the hall. As the Chair was put- 
ting the motion D. V. Keller, of Centre, another 
“regular,” who is said to represent the opinion 
of Gen. Beaver, moved an amendment ocean | 
that the delegates at large should be instructe 
to vote for Blaine and Lincoln, and to use all 
honorable efforts to secure their nomination. 
The amendment was accepted, and the motion 
as amended was promptly passed. There werea 
few negative votes. 

This action seemed to take some members by 
surprise. R. C. Elliott, of Pittsburg, one 
of Magee’s allies, demanded a division of the 
motion so that the names of Blaine and Lincoln 
might ap separately. “So far as Blaine is 
concerned,” said he, “ I want to vote no, but I 
would like to vote for Lincoln. I object to 
Blaine.” This declaration was greeted by a 
storm of hisses. Congressmen Bayne, Magee’s 
opponent in Allegheny County, called for a di- 
vision of the vote. A delegate in the rear of the 
hall arose to make a protest. “The name of 
Robert T. Lincoln,” he said, “ ought not to go 
before the National Convention as that of a can- 
didate for the office of Vice-President. He’s 
too good a man for that place. Four years from 
now his name will be a tower of strength in the 
convention of 1888, and he wil) be the candidate 
of the Republican Party for President. Don't 
lay him onthe shelf by nominating him for 
Vice-President in 1884.” There was hearty ap- 
plause, but the Chairman proceeded to ordera 
rising vote on the amended motion. For the 
motion there were just 200 delegates, and against 
it only 87. Those who opp the motion were 
nearly all the delegates from Philadelphia, who 
sat in a group in the front seats, and twoor 
three from Pittsburg, including Mr. Elliott. As 
they rose in their places their successful oppo- 
nents laughed loudly. 

After another delegate had begged the conven- 
tion totake Lincoln’s name out of the motion and 
resolution of instructions, the convention turned 
its attention to other business. By opposing the 
Blaine and Lincoln instructions several of the 
delegates from Philadelphia became especially ob- 
noxious to leading Blaine}men. Rowan,;Chairman 
of the Committee on Permanent Organization, 
was one of the 37, and, although Mr. Snowden, 
Chairman of the Resolutions Committee, had not 
voted either way, it was supposed that he had 
voted with Rowan. Col. Bayne asked that the 
members of each committee be allowed to choose 
a Chairman, without reference to the appoint- 
ment made by the Chairman of the convention, 
Members of the two committees supported 
Bayne. Rowan and Snowden assured the con- 
vention that they desired to act only as the 
mouthpieces of their respective committees. 
After some discussion Bayne’s motion was tabled 
and the cloud disap lo 

Arecess of one hour was taken. When the 
delegates reassembled the Hon. Galusha A. Grow 
was made permanent Chairman. He delivered a 
long speech, in the course of which he summed 
up the good work done by the Republican Party 
in the iast 25 years,and defended a high pro- 
tective tariff. Holding up the Ohio platform 
and, paaies: out its vagueness, he declared that 
free trade wasa theory of logic based on imag- 
inary facts, because the free trader assumed that 
the imposition of a duty on foreign goods in- 
creased the cost of domestic goods to the con- 
sumer. In 99 cases out of 100, he asserted, the 
imposition of a duty did not have this effect. He 
undertook to show thatin realitv the collection 
of a duty reduced the price of the goodsto the 
consumer. The one great question for Pennsyl- 
vanians was, however, in his opinion, whetber or 
not labor should be degraded and laborers im- 
poverished by a reduction of the duties by means 
of which they had been made comfortable, in- 
telligent, and havpy. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Grow’s address the 
convention proceeded to form a new State Com- 
mittee. Charles E. Smith, of the Philadelphia 
Presa, appearing on the floor as a substitute for a 
delegate from his city, suggested that the new 
Chairman should be chosen by the convention. 
In his opinion the zeal, ability, and efficient 
work of Chairnian Cooper called for his re-elec- 
tion. “Inthe last campaign,” said he, * when 
we were united as we shall be in the next, he led 
us to success, and this vear, if he shall be re- 
tained, he will lead us to agreaterand more 
glorious victory under the fiag of the great 
chiet who has beon named by this convention, 
James G. Blaine, of Maine and of Pennsylvania.” 
In conelusion he moved the re-election of Mr. 
Cooper, and the motion was passed without a 
negative vote.

The leaders of the “ regulars” were unwilling 
to lose delegates in Democratic counties where 
they have been powerful, and they were assisted 
by the delegates representing those counties in 
the convention. Some were inclined to regard 
the vote as a test of the reiative strength of the 
two wings, but it was not such atest. Delegate 
Wresting, of Franklin, tried to induce the con- 
vention to instruct national delegates to work 
at Chicago tor the acceptance of the proposed 
basis of representation in Congressional Dis- 
trict Conventions. He did not succeed. 

The Committee on Kesolutions then reported 
the following platform:

Second—We unqualifiedly gee and demand the 
continuance of that system of protection to home in- 
dustry which has proved itself to be the basis of na- 
tional independence, the incentive to industrial skill 
and development, and the guarantee of a just and ade- 
quate scale of w: for labor, and we denounce all at- 
tempts to reduce the rates of the tariff below the level 
which will accomplish these objects. 

Third—While reviving no past differences and ear- 
nestly seeking good-will between the sections of our 
common country, we insist that the guarantees of the 
constitutional amendments shall be faithfully observed; 
we demand that everycitizen shall be protected in his 
right to cast a free ballot and have it honestly counted, 
and we denounce every attempt to deny or abridge this 
right, whether by fraud or by violence. 

Fourth—That as a dual standard of the precious 
metals can -_ be maintained by the concurrence and 
co-operation of the commercial nations of the world, 
and as this cannot be had at the present time, and as 
the attempt to maiotain such a standard by the United 
States alone is calculated to produce serious complica- 
tions in our monetary system, it is earnestly recom- 
mended to our Senatorsand Representatives in Con- 
gress that they urge such legislation as will suspend the 
coinage of the standard silver dollar until united action 
with the other nations can be had. 

Fifth—That we also recommend the retirement of the 
trade dollar in exchange for standard doliars without 
increa: the monthly issue of the latter. 

Siath—That by the integrity and wisdom of his Ad- 
ministration President Arthur has deservedly won the 
reapest, confidence, and commendation of the whole 

opie. 

PeSeventh—We commend every effort to sustain and 
promote thorough civil service reform in all cepart- 
ments of the National and State Governments. 

Pighth—That James G. Biaine is the choice of the 
Republicans of Pennsylvania for President and Robert 
T. Linvoln for Vice-President, and that the delegates at 
large this day elected be and they are hereby instructed 
to vote for them so long as their names shall be before 
the convention, and to use all honorable means to se- 
cure their nomination. Adopted, 

The resolutions were well received, although 
no one saw fit to applaud the resolution relating 
to civil service reform. After they had been 
read a recess was taken until 4 o’clock. When the 
delegates came together again no decision had 
been reached by the Committee on Contested 
Seats. A committee appointed at the last State 
Convention to consider a pian for uniform pri- 
maries reported that it would be very inconve- 
nient and costly to establish a uniform system, 
because of existing laws concerning elections. 
It was therefore recommended that the ques- 
tions be referred to the Legislature. The report 
was ado ; 

J. H. Bone, of Lackawanna, offered a resolu- 
tion in behalf of the prohibitionists recommend- 
ing that the party should, in its platform, advo- 
cate the submission of a Constitutional prohibi- 
toryamendment to the people.

The inted that he 
had broken his word, and that they had 
lost another vote by the displacement of a 
member of the committee ata late hour. Here 
and there one was found who declared that 
Chairman Cooper, by proposing in the conference 
a member who had Aicappointed them, had sold 
them out, and had been rewarded by a re-elec- 
tion as Chairman of the State Committee without 
opposition. These men predicted that the con- 
vention wouldreverse the decision of the com-_ 
mittee and reassert the supremacy of the regu- 
lars in the party organization. 

At the beginning of the night session Senator 
Stewart submitted a majority report in favor of 
the opponents of Magee, and a long minority re- 
poss was read.

CONTENDING FOR THE CONTROL OF TO- 
DAY’S STATE CONVENTION. 


Dover, Del., April 16.—The Republican 
State Convention will meet to-morrow at noon. 
Both tactions are vigorously claiming a majority 
of the delegation. Not many of the delegates 
have yet arrived here, but when the morning 
trains come in Dover Green will be thronged 
with delegates, politicians, and those who will 
come to see the show. Some of the latter are 


anticipating a repetition of the exciting and 
boisterous time in the Republican Conven- 
tion of four years ago. The convention 
when it assembles will find various changes 
in the attitude of men since four 
years ago.

Massey, Can- 
non, and Pennewill, in Dover, seem contented 
with the prospect, but the alert stalwart war 
horse, Beneniah Wilson, says that when the 
tail breaks they will have counted without their 
host.

A HOT CONTEST IN ALABAMA. 
DELEGATES TO CHICAGO CHOSEN AFTER AN 
INHARMONIOUS SESSION. 

MonTGomMERyY, Ala., April 16.—The Re- 
publican Convention met at 12 o’clock yesterday, 
and after a temporary organization adjourned to 
4o’clock for the Committee on Credentials to 
report. At4 o’clock another adjournment was 
taken to 8 o'clock, the committee not being 
ready. The Chairman, George Turner, of the 
Executive Committee, in calling the convention 


to order, declared himself in favor of Arthur. 
There were several contesting delegations, but 
the Arthur men seemed to control the conven- 
tion. 

The Custom-house delegation from Mobile, 
headed by Collector Burke, was admitted; half 
and half of the delegations from Dallas County, 
and the entire Strobach ticket from Montgomery. 

The convention was inharmonious, and 
charges and countercharges were vigorously 
hurled to andfro. The Arthur men had the or- 
ganization through Chairman Turner. The re- 
port of the Credentials Committee gave great 
dissatisfaction to the anti-Arthur men. Gen. 
Warner, Judge F. Rice, Postmaster Buckley, 
and Judge Parsons are strong opponents of the 
Turner-Strobach faction. 

About 4 o’clock this morning the report of 
the Credentials Committee was adopted. ‘The 
Strobach ticket from Montgomery was seated 
by a vote of about three to one. Thomas Wulker, 
colored, was selected as permanent Chairman, and 
the convention adjourned to 10 o'clock. Up 
to 2 P. . the time was consumed in 
speaking, ‘'here ismuch dissatisfaction at the 
result of the Credentials Committee’s conference. 
A vote of the delegates elected George Turner, 
C. C. Sheets, G. W. Braxdeli, and J. C. Duke as 
State delegates at large. The two last named 
are colo men. The Montgomery district elect- 
ed Paul Strobach and George Washington, the 
latter colored. 

The convention adjourned at5o’clock. J. W. 
Jones (colored) and Arthur Bingham were 
chosen Electors at large. Just before the ad- 
a a banner was hung out on the stand 
nscribed, “Our choice, Chester A. Arthur; 
second choice, John A, Logan.” It is to be taken 
to Chicago. 

The platform affirms the platform of 1880 at 
Chicago, indorses the Educationa! bill, favors a 
protective tariff, denounces the convict system 
of Alabama, and says that the extraordinarily 
prosperous condition of the business of the 
country is mainly due to Arthur's successful Ad- 
ministration. . Arthur, on the first ballot, 
will receive 19 out of 20 of Alabama’s vote at 
Chicago. No steps were taken toward nominat- 
ing a State ticket, that being left to the State 
Committee, with power to act. George Turner 
was re-elected Chairman of the State Committee.

TENNESSEE REPUBLICANS. 
A WARM CONTEST FOR THE CHAIRMANSHIP 
OF THE CONVENTION. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 16.—The dele- 
gates to the State Republican Convention, which 
will meet to-morrow, say that the convention 
will be the largest and most enthusiastic that has 
met for years. It is said that the platform of 
principles will declare for protection to 
American industries, will favor national aid 
to public education, oppose the convict 
lease system, and reaffirm the party’s position on 
the State debt question. There is talk of electing 
Congressman Houk temporary Chairman and 


casting a complimentary vote for Messrs. A. M. 
Hughes, Jr.. W. W. Murray, T. C. Muse, J.-A. 
Warder, A. A. Taylor, D. A. Nunn, and Congress- 
man Pettibone, after which Hughes will thank 
the convention for the vote, decline to be a can- 
didate, and at once place Judge Reid's name be- 
fore the convention, when it is considered very 
probable Reid will be nominated. It is also 
stated that the delegation from the First Con- 
gressional District will make a strong fight to 
place Pettibone in nomination. This, ‘it is 
claimed, will be done for the purpose of set- 
tling the Congressional disagreements existing in 
Pettibone’s district. It seems that Brownlow, 
Taylor, and Pettibone are playing for Congres- 
sional] honors in the district, and the two former 
hope to get Pettibone in as a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, which would get him out of the way and 
narrow the Congressional fight down between 
Taylor and Brownlow. The scheme. however, is 
not indorsed by the other delegates, and will 
likely be defeated. After careful investigation 
the Reid star seems to be the brightest, and his 
nomination is conceded by many almost a cer- 
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nty. 

The other aspirants for the honor will be given 
a strong complimentary vote. Some think 
Hughes will lead, while others say that Nunn 
will show up ahead on the first and second 
ballots. The Hon. L. C. Honk seems confident 
of victory in the coming campaign. He 
thinks that Reid will receive the nomination. 
The friends of Reid strongly object to Hughes 
nominating their favorite, because Hughes 
is thought to be too srons'y.., identified 
with the Arthur movement. ey want 
Reid’s name to be _ presented b some 
other gentleman, and will oubtless 
ca their point. Twenty-four delegates will 
be chosen, and Arthur, it is thought, may secure 
a majority of them. A caucus at the Capitol to- 
night was address by several gentlemen, but 
nothing else was done.

ILLINOIS IN THE RIGHT PATH. 
THE DELEGATES FOR LOGAN, WITH BLAINE 
AS SECOND CHOICE, 


Curoaco, April 16.—The Tinois Repub- 
lican Convention at Peoria, to-day, was a harmo- 
nious, well-ordered gathering. There was here 
and there a collateral fight, such as the unsuc- 
cessful attempt of the Loganitesto defeat the 
selection of Collector Spalding as member of the 
State Central Committee from the First Dis- 
trict, butthe workof theconvention proper was 


rformed in good feeling. ,Oglesby’s nomina- 
ion for Governor was a matter of course, and 
Gen. Smith, of Cook, captured the second place 
on the ticket without serious difficulty. ere 
was a spirited contest over the Attorney-Gen- 
eralship, which resulted in the choice of ex-State 
Senator George Hunt, of Edgar County, who 
will be remembered as the leader of the anti- 
third term element of Illinois in the National 
Convention of 1880. It is remarked that the 
southern part of the State was totally neglected 
in the selection of ‘delegates atlarge, and in mak- 
ing up the State ticket not a man is to be found 
on either list who resides south of Springfield. 
St. Clair County, the stamping ground of the 
German Independent Republicans, who have 
heretofore demanded a man on the State ticket, 
and when the got him proceeded to knife all 
the other candidates on election day, was also 
left out in the cold this time. Apart from the 
election of delegates at large the flavor of the 
convention was not distinctively Loganish, as is 
shown by the nomination for the Attorney-Gen- 
eralship of an anti-Logan and anti-Grant leader 
in 1880. In the matter of the delegates at 
large there is visible a strong undercurrent 
of strength for Blaine. Senator Cullom and Gov. 
Hamilton are for Logan, of course, but when it 
comes toa second choice Cullom will not be far 
from the Blaine phalanx, while Hamilton has no 
special reason to exhibit undying devotion to 
the interests of Logan. Burton C. Cook, who 
represents Chicago, is the general solicitor of the 
Chicago and North-western Railroad and isa 
warm personal friend of Mr. Blaine, whose son 
now holds a position on the North-western, 
which is understood to have been obtained for 
him by Mr. Cook. 

The aspiration of Emery A. Storrs to do the 
silvery tongue act for Illinois in the National 
Convention was ruthlessly crushed on account of 
the very general impression among the friends 
both of Logan and Blaine that Storrs is at heart an 
Arthur man. Col. Clark E. Carr, the fourth del- 
egate at large, is avowedly for Blaine as second 
choice, and if he followed his own inclination 
would not wait very long to manifest that 
choice. Altogether it would seem clear that 
when Logan’s chances for the nomination shall 
be negatively disposed of Biaine will fall heir to 
a very big block of votes from Illinois. 

The following platform was adopted: 

Whereas, The Republican Party bas for a quarter of 
a century had the political thought of this Nation: and, 

Whereas, This great party has succeeded by being 
aggressive and fearless inthe support of right, we, the 
Republicans of lilinois, in convention assembled, 
mindful of the glories which cluster around its past 
history, renew our pledges of fidelity to the doctrines 
ween have repeatedly received the indorsement of the 
people. 

After the usual resolutions relating to State 
affairs, the platform continues: 

Resolved, That the labor of the people constitutes the 
foundation of the wealth of the country, and only 
when labor receives such remuneration as will give to 
the industrious and economical a surplus beyond the 
necessaries of life can prosperity and happiness pre- 
vail. It is therefore the duty of legislators, both 
State and national, to enact laws in the interest 
and for the protection of labor, and to that 
end we demand that in levving taxes and duties such 
discrimination shall be made as will encourage the de- 
velopment of the resources of our own country and se- 
cure our own people just and reasonable compensation 
for their toil, and in this system of legislation all inter- 
ests are concerned. 

Resolved, That all the citizens of this Nation are en- 
titled to the full, unrestricted exercise of their crvil 
and political rights as granted by the Constitu- 
tion and law, and that it is a duty of the 
General Government which it cannot vacate, 
fail to enforce, or remand to a_ State, to 
secure these rights by the enforcement of the laws now 
existing, and if such Jaws be found insufficient to se- 
cure to every citizen every political and civil mght, 
that it is the solemn duty of Congress to speedily enact 
such laws as will protect every citizen in said rights. 

Resolved, That under the Constitution and laws every 
elector in the Nation has the right to the free and un- 
trammeled exercise of the franchise, and we denounce 
with unmeasured condemnation as one of the. most 
heinous and un-American of crimes, political terroriz- 
ing, bull-dozing, murder,and all frauds resorted to as 
means of controlling elections. 

Resolved, That the Republicens of Ilinots approve all 
legislation which tends to promote fidelity and efficiency 
in the civil service of the country, aud they recognize 
the fact that the great safeguard against unfaithfulness 
and inefficiency is the perpetuation in power of the 
party which has shown itself, through a long term of 
years, worthy of the confidence of the American people.

THE OUTLOOK IN MICHIGAN. 
REPUBLICANS DRAWING HOPE FROM THE 
RECENT TOWNSHIP ELECTIONS. 

DeEtTrRoIT, Mich., April 16.—Elections for 
local officers took place last week in every town- 
ship in the State and in about 30 of the largest 
cities outside of Detroit. While these elections 
are always so largely controlled by local inter- 
ests and personal feeling as to be untrustworthy 
guides to popular sentiment, particularly those 
in cities, they will nevertheless register largely 


the drift of popular opinion, if such exists. The 
returns are now in from two-thirds of the town- 
ships of the State and show that the Republican 
strength is unimpaired. Thereisa decided gain 
in Supervisors, the pene township officers, 
over last year, and the number of Republicans 
returned place the State where it was before the 
land-slide of 1882. At the same time there is evi- 
dence of the work of disintegration going on in 
the fusion ranks. The vote shows a considera- 
ble falling off inthe Greenback strength, and 
they make a small showing in the list of Super- 
visors. 

These facts will have considerable to do in 
molding the policy of the Republican opposi- 
tion for the Fall campaign. Whilea strong ef- 
fort will be made to secure the same fusion this 
year as in 1882, there will be a decided disinclina- 
tion on the part of many Democrats toit. Sucha 
fusion will almost inevitably compel the renom- 
ination of Gov. Begole, a Greenbacker, a Prohi- 
bitionist.fand a weak man. A failure to renom- 
inate him would undoubtedly alienate the 
Greenback element of the fusion, and would 
break up ihe combination practically, ir not lit- 
erally. The Republicans are confident of being 
able to easily beat the combined forces, should 
they unite, while failure to do so would render 
victory comparatively easy. 

The Greenbackers havc called a separate State 
Convention, and their County Conventions are 
now being held. The attendance is gencrally mea- 
gre, and the interest isat low ebb. It is probable 
that the result of an interchange of views among 
the delegates at the convention may have much to 
do in determining the question of fusion with the 
Democrats on a State ticket. Hereafter the 
Greenback Party will be a much Jess factor in 
political calculations than it was two or four

The 
strike has broken out again with increased 
strength, and all but the mail trains are stopped 
and no work is permitted to go on in the shops in 
this city. The men are determined to be put off 
- | no such deceptions again, and nothing short 
of cash payments will be accepted by them for 
the three or four months’ unpaid wages. Busi- 
ness men here denounce the action of 
the Receiver. It appears that the road 
is earning over $100,000 a month, none of which 
sum is being paid to the employes. Unless the 
— pays what it owes at once, violence may re- 
sult.

The Southern railway passenger agents 
held their semi-annual meeting in this city yes- 
terday and ordered the continuance for the next 
six months of the schedules now in force.

The proposition to appoint a joint committee 
representing the different classes of the bond- 
holders of the Ohio Central Railroad to investi- 
gate the condition of the property and to devise 
a plan for reorganization, has been practically 
abandoned. A sufficient number of the bond- 
holders did not favor the scheme. I[tissaid that 
foreclosure proceedings on the first mortgage 
River Division bonds and onthe main line firsts 
and the terminal trust bonds will be pressed.

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ALDERMAN SHEILS LOCKED UP. 


ARRESTED FOR BEING DRUNK AND DISOR- 
DERLY AT THE THEATRE COMIQUE. 

Alderman “ Tommy” Sheils, the Seventh 
Ward Democratic politician and saloon-keeper, 
was a prisoner at the Mercer-Street Police Sta- 
tion last night on a charge of drunkenness and 
disorderly conduct. He was arrested at the The- 
atre’ Comique, where he became engaged in 
a disgraceful fight with the door-keeper 


and the policeman on duty there. The Aiderman, 
with two friends, who, throughout the affair 
kept prudently in the background, visited the 
theatre last evening to witness the performance 
of * Dan’s Tribulations.”” The house was packed, 
and the Alderman, who, the attachés of the 
house say, was intoxicated, and who occupied a 
front orchestra chair, made himself conspicuous 
by moving about in his seat in a ridiculous fash- 
ion, throwing his hands over his head and twid- 
dling his thumbs in an imbecile manner. He wasin 
a maudlin mood, and was evidently endeavoring 
to attract the attention of the actors on the 
stage. This exhibition continued during the 
greater portion of the first act, and attracted so 
much attention that Frank Shea went to him 
and remonstrated with him for his unseemly 
conduct, which had attracted the attention of 
the audience. The Alderman became very in- 
dignent, and before the curtain fell he and his 
friends went out and visited a neighboring liquor 
saloon. 

When the Alderman returned he was very 
much excited. He went to the box-office and 
demanded a private box. He was told that the 
boxes were all filled. Heacted in so disorderly a 
manner in the lobby that Eugene Callahan, the 
doorkeeper, closed the doors leading to 
the auditorium, fearful that the noise would 
alarm the audience. The Alderman wanted 
to enter the auditorium, but Callahan refused to 
admit him and advised his friends to take him 
away and avoid further trouble. Sheils, how- 
ever, insisted upon going into the theatre. When 
Callahan interposed to prevent him the Alder- 
man struck him a violent blow inthe face. The 
two men then clinched and struggled fora short 
time in the lobby until Patrolman Sullivan, who 
was on duty at the theatre, separated them. 
Callahan did not wish to makea charge against 
the Alderman, and the policeman advised him to 
go away quietly. He refused, and when the 
policeman put his hand on his shoulder to eject 
him the Alderman threw off his silk hat and butt- 
ed the officer in the face with his head, cutting 
him. The officer then arrested him. The Alder- 
man resisted violently, and it was not until Sul- 
livan had obtained the assistance of two other 
policemen that he was overpowered and taken to 
the police station. When he was _ arraigned 
before Sergt. Kellaher the officer pre- 
ferred a charge of intoxication and disorderly 
conduct. The Alderman talked incoherently 
for some time and threatened the police officers 
until his harangue was cut short by his removal 
to a cell, where he was locked up. No bail was 
offered for his appearance, and Sergt. Kellaher 
said that if bail was offered he would be com- 
pelled to refuse it, as it was against the rules to 
take bail for a prisoner in so intoxicated a condi- 
tion. The Alderman will be arraigned at the Jef- 
ferson Market Police Court this morning before 
Justice Gorman.

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TWO DEATHS IN A HOTEL. 


A MAN SHOOTS HIMSELF AND A WOMAN 
FOUND DEAD IN BED. 


-Two deaths occurred yesterday at the 
Astor-Place Hotel, at Bighth-street and Third- 
avenue, one of which was a suicide. At1o’clock 
in the morning a map anda woman went to the 
hotel and asked for a room, The couple regis- 
tered as John D. Ligori and lady. The man paid 
for the room, and they were assigned room No. 
51, on the third floor. After remaining there 
until nearly 4 o’clock, the man left, His com- 
panion was up at the time, and bolted the door 
on the inside. At 2 o’clock in the afternoon 


Emily B. Elevil, a chamber-maid employed in the 
house, found the door still fastened. It was 
forced open, and the woman was found dead in 
bed. There were no marks of violence on the 
body, and an autopsy made by Dr. Donlin showed 
that death had resulted from uremic convulsions. 
The woman was a stout blonde, apparently a 
German, about 25 i mar of age. A red leather 
hand sachel found in the room contained a 
pocket-book, in which were pawn-tickets for ar- 
ticles of jewelry of small value, receipts for in- 
stallments paid on a picture, a Chinese laundr 
ticket, and a note signed “Joseph,” and ad- 
dressed to Belle Schwartz, No. 29 First-street. At 
the house indicated it was said that no woman of 
that name resided there. 

Soon after the discovery of the dead- woman 
another chamber-maid in the hotel reported at 
the office that room No. 61 on the fourth floor 
was fastened on the inside, and that she had been 
unable to arouse the occupant. The room had 
been hired at avout 30’clock in the morning by 
a dark-complexioned, smoothly shaved young 
man. who had registered asGus Lindon. The 
door of the room was forced open, and the 
young man was found dead in bed witha pistol 
shot wound in the right side of the héad. A com- 
mon 22-calibre revolver was tightly sped in 
his right hand. The man had been dead some 
hours. No person in the house heard the pistol- 
shot. There was nothing in the clothing to give 
any clue to his identity.

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THE SHERIFF ON TRIAL 


THE JURY WHICH IS TO DECIDE 
' THE CASE. 

SEARCHING THE MINDS OF THE JURORS 
AND PRESENTING THE GROUNDS OF AO- 
TION—WARDEN BOWE DISCHARGED. 

The trial of Sheriff Alexander V. David- 
son was begun before Judge Barrett, in the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer, yesterday. The court- 
room was inaccessible to hundreds who applied 
for admission. Of the 150 jurors summoned on 
the panel 75 were present. They were called up 
as their names were drawn and District Attorney 


Olney asked them the following questions: 
Are you acquainted with the defendant or either of 


his deputies? 
Have you ever had any business connection with his 


office? 

Are you connected with any club. association, or fra- 
ternity ot which the Sheriff isa member? 

Are you e client of either of the counsel for the de- 


fendant ? 
Have you read of the case in the papers? 
Have you formed any opinion of the casein youro’ 


mind, or expressed that opinion to others? ’ 

If a juror admitted that he had read the pa- 
pers and formed an opinion, the District Attor- 
ney asked: 

Do you believe tr it the opinion you have formed will 
not influence your verdict, and that you can render an 
impartial verdict according to the evidence? 

W. Bourke Cockran, counsel for the defendant, 
questioned the jurors about the papers which 
they had read, the confidence they had in the re- 
ports and editorial opinion of those papers; the 
persons with whom they had talked, and the 
effect such reading and talking may have had 
upon their minds. It took nearly ali day to get 
iz good and lawful citizens whom the lawyers 
were Willing to have swear that they would ren- 
der a just and impartial verdict in accordance 
with the evidence presented. After the full 

uota had been chosen each side exercised the 
five peremptory challenges allowed it by law, 
andthe men were removed to make way for 
others. The following men were finally chosen:

Mr. Choate asked that the District Attorney 
be required to elect a count in the indictment 
under which he would proceed. Mr. Olne 
claimed that under the Code of Criminal Proced- 
ure he hada right to pursue the course he had 
taken, and that the defendants had waived the 
right to such a motion by not naming it in the 
demurrer. The court reserved the matter for 
consideration. Mr. Cockran said before adjourn- 
ment that he should review the motion in the 
morning. 

George H. Adams, Assistant District Attorney, 
opened for the prosecution. He explained in 
detail to the jury the charges made in the indict- 
ment, and the proper fees and charges which are 
allowed the Sheriff under the law. Taking up 
the bill in October, 1883, of $125 for cooks and 
cleaning, which amount the Sheriff claimed was 
actually expended, he said that the prosecution 
would show that when the bill was presented 
the covks and cleaners had not received the 
money charged, and had not receipted for it. 
Some of the persons charged for were not in the 
jail atall,andso far as can be ascertained no 
such persons exist. The amount actually paid 
for the services named was only $36. Mr. ms 
said that he should showin the testimony just 
what cleaning was done in the Ludlow-Street 
Jail and to whom the money was paid. The work 
was done mainly by a selected gang of prisoners, 
who got no wages for it, but were allowed the 

rivilege of sitting up a little later at night. The 
Sheriff paid them nothing, yet he charged $60 a 
month for their work. By misrepresentation 
Sheriff Davidson had been paid $89 too much. In 
charging for prisoners the Sheriff is allowed to 
charge to the county only those unable to pay 
for tnemselves, while in the October bill referred 
to he charges for 936 days at 75 cents a day. 

The counsel for the defendant strenuously ob- 
jected to bringing in a matter foreign to the 
offense named or hinted at in the indictment. 
Mr, Acams said it was his purpose to show that 
the prisoners in the Ludlow-Street Jail were not 
paupers. Mr.Olney argued that the bill was full of 
misrepresentations similar to the offense charged 
in the indictment. It served to show that the 
Sheriff ran the office for all it was worth and to 
get from the city all the money he could. 

Judge Barrett sustained the view taken by the 
Sheriff’s counsel, and directed the prosecution to 
confine itself to the specific offenses named in 
the indictment. 

In summing up, Mr. Adams said that it would 
be shown that the receipts for cooking and 
cleaning were not signed by the persons whose 
mames appeared on the receipts, but by others. 
The trial will be resumed at 10 o'clock this 
morning. 

Judge Barrett sustained the demurrer filed in 
the case of Warden Bowe, charged with perjury 
in swearing that all the prisoners on entering the 
jail took the prescribed oath about being able to 
support themselves. He took the ground that 
under the law it was the Sheriff's auty to swear 
to the accounts, as he made the contract, and not 
Warden Bowe. The Warden was aischarged, and 
ae Sue court-room with his face wreathed in 
smiles, 

The demurrer against Jacob Wertheimer was 
overrulcd and the indictment sustained. 


MR. VAN SANTVOORD SURPRISED. 


RELEASED AFTER BEING PUZZLED WITH A 
HYPOTHETICAL QUESTION. 

Ex-Senator Roscoe Conkling wore his 
Olue necktie, the one with polka dots, into the 
Surrogate’s Court yesterday morning, and suffi- 
cient bric-d-brac dangled from his fob-chain to 
have furnished a small cabinet. Lawyer Corne- 
lius Van Santvoord, the witness who has been 
undergoing cross-examination all the week in re- 
gard to the making of Jesse Hoyt’s will, arrived 


before him, and sat down in the witness chair to 
await his inquisitor with pathetic resignation. 

A greater throng than ever crowded the court- 
room and a number of fashionably dressed ladies 
occupied chairs in the front rank of spectators. 
It was rumored that a delegation of charming 
undergraduates from Vassar College was to at- 
tend thetrial during the day to take notes for 
educational purposes of the great ex-Senator’s 
legal methods of procedure, but the rumor un- 
happily proved unfounded. 

When Mr. Van Santvoord had tipped the wit- 
mess chair back against its usual pillar, and 
given himself up to the sacrifice, Mr. Conkling 
asked: 

* Was ita matter of small importance to you, 
Mr. Van Santvoord, that Mr. Hoyt, when sound 
and weil in body and mind, made a will by the 
provisions of which his wife and daughter be- 
came sole residuary legatees, and giving his 
daughter as much as his wife, and that after- 
ward he had given the daughter nothing of his 
estate, and made provision by which, should she 
have children, nothing would come to them, and 
making her dependent upon the caprice of two 
uncles, whose feeling toward her was such as has 
already been stated?” 

Mr. Van Santvoord protested that he was un- 
able to understand the question and the stenog- 
rapher read it over to him. 

“Do you now understand it?” Mr. Conkling 
asked. 

* No,” said the witness, shaking his head, “I 
am more muddied than ever.” 

“ What! than ever? Oh, dear!” ejaculated the 
distinguished ex-Senator with such exquisite 
facetiousness that the spectators laughed lon 
and loud, notwithstanding that Surrogate Rol- 
lins vigorously hammered his desk with a mallet. 

Mr. Root objected to the question on the 

ound that it implied a condition of things that 
did uot exist. Mr. Conkling asserted that that 
very state of things did exist, and, with fiashing 
eyes. he declared that under the provisions of 
the will Mary Hoyt was virtually dependent upon 
the charitv of relatives to allow hera suffictent 
income from the $1,250,000 left her, in their 
names, with the knowledge that the less they 
allowed her the greater would be the income to 
them upon her death. 

After more questions regarding the other wills 
made by Jesse Hoyt, Mr. Conkling suddenly sur- 
prised Mr. Van Santvoord by informing him 
that he was through with him. The Jawyer was 
almost overcome by excess of grateful emotion, 
and after Mr. Root had asked him a few questions 
he retired from the witness chair and sat down to 
enjoy the torture of the next victim. 

He was William H. Smith, of No. 1,211 Dean- 
street, Brooklyn, a clerk inthe employ of Hus- 
ted & Haseltine, successors to Jesse Hoyt’s busi- 
ness. He testified that he saw Mr. Hoyt sign the 
will on each page and at the end, and that he 
signed hisown name asa witness. In his best 
judgment Mr. Hoyt was then of sound mind and 
fully capable of making sucha document. Ex- 
Judge Shipman cross-examined Mr. Smith, who 
was inclined to be smart, and the spectators 
deeply and sincerely regretted that Mr. Conkling 
did not amuse himself with him. The hearing 
will be continued to-day.

CONSOLIDATION OF SCHOOLS. 
PRINCIPAL JOHN J. DOANE’S REMOVAL 
RECOMMENDED, 

At a meeting of the Board of Education 
yesterday a report was received from Superin- 
tendent Jasper, in which he recommended the 
consolidation of several schools, by which, he 
estimated, $26,000 will be saved. The proposed 
changes are as follows: First Ward—consolidate 
male and female departments No. 29; Sixth Ward 
—consolidate the two male and two female de- 
partments, respectively; Seventh Ward—discon- 
tinue male department School No. 31 and trans- 
fer the teachers and pupils to male department 
No. 12; Eighth Ward—consolidate male and fe- 
male departments of School No. 8; Ninth Ward 


—discontinue Primary School No. 18, and trans- 
fer teachers and pupils to Primary Department 
No. 16; Fourteenth Ward—consolidate the two 
male and two female departments, respectively; 
Seventeenth Ward—discontinue Primary Schoo 
No. and transfer teachers and pupils to Pri- 
mary School No. 22. 

A communication was received from the 2% 
teachers in the primary department of Grammar 
School No, 18, in East Houston-street, requesting 
that their salaries be paid them for the months 
of February and March. There is a dead-lock 
between the Trustees and Inspectors of the dis- 
trict. owing to the recent trouble between Miss 
Annie I. Gleese, a teacher, and Trustee Horgon, 
and they cannot get theircliaims audited. The 
Committee on By-laws of the Board of Educa- 
tion will attempt to settle the matter. The 
Committee on Teachers made a_ report 
in the case of John J. Doane, Principal 
of Grammar School No. 19, in East 
Fourteenth-street, against whom Superintend- 
ent Jasper had preferred charges of “* neglect of 
duty” and “conduct unbecoming a teacher.” 
The report states that Mr. Doane was absent from 
his post without leave from May 29to June 20, 
and Oct. § to Oct. 26, 1883, and Feb. 20 to March 
14 of this year. The Trustees of the ward claim 
that Mr. ne was “on a spree” during these 
absences. They assert that he admit hav- 
ing been intoxicated during his absence in Octo- 
ber last, and that his explanation of his absence 
from school on the other occasions was not satis- 
factory. The committee recommended Mr. 
Doane’s removal. The matter was laid over.

AQUEDUCT MAPS AND PLANS. 


THOSE PRESENTED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF 
PUBLIC WORKS ADOPTED. 

At the meeting of the Aqueduct Commis- 
sioners yesterday a communication was present- 
ed from Engineer Newton, of the Department of 
Public Works, pointing out that Congressman 
Potter, in his computation of storage required 
in the Croton basin, made an error of 8,520,000,000 
gallons. Mr. Potter included that amount in the 
average flow of the river, whereas it was storage 
drawn during the year from the reservoirs. 
Chief Engineer Church submitted a report as 
to when the plans for the aqueduct would be 


ready. Before the planscan be prepared com- 
plete and fina] plans of the ground and of the 
exact location of the shaft must be had. The 
plans of the aqueduct would be ready in time to 
proceed with the work when the legal formali- 
ties for the taking of the land by process of law 
have been complied with. In another communi- 
cation Engineer Church asked the commission 
to decide as to whether ground water was to be 
admitted to or excluded from the aqueduct. If 
it was to be excluded it would be necessary to 
line the aqueduct with brick to a ter thick- 
ness than one foot. Millions of dollars would be 
saved in the cost of the masonry if it is to be ad- 
mitted. The water was probably of the same 
nature as that in the Croton district. If any 
flowed through lime rock stratait would tend 
to make the water hard,and where such water 
was found he thought it would be adv.sable to 
exclude it. 

Engineer Church next presented a report on the 
Quaker Bridge Dam. In it he said that the er- 
roneous impression had been given that as soon 
as the new aqueduct is built the city will enjoy 
an abundance of water. It was utterly falla- 
cious, in his opinion, to suppose that the build- 
ing of the Sodam Dam, together with the utiliza- 
tion of storage on Croton Lake, would be suf- 
ficient to satisty the city for a term of years and 
give time for further increase as occasion re- 

uires. The new aqueduct and the Quaker 

ridge Reservoir were dependent upon each 
other, and it would be as unwise to delay the 
construction of the dam as to postpone the be- 
ginning of the aqueduct itself. The maps and 
plans for the aqueduct, as prepared by the De- 
partment of Public Works, were adopted and 
signed by the Commissioners.

TRIALS WITH A DYNAMITE GUN. 


THE USE OF COMPRESSED AIR AS A MOTOR 
INSTEAD OF GUNPOWDER, 


The first of the regular series of experi- 
ments with the new pneumatic dynamite gun, 
which is to be carried on during the Spring at 
Fort Hamilton, took place yesterday, under the 
direction of Vol. John Hamilton and Lieut. E. L. 
Zalinski. The gun was manufactured at the 
Delamater Works, expressly for these exveri- 
ments, ata cost of $5,000. The guns could be 
manufactured in large numbers for about $1,000 
each. The gun consists of a Jong tube, 40 feet in 
length and one-eighth of an inch in thickness. It 


is connected with a large steel cylinder or flask, 
which is supplied with compressed air from the 
compressed air steam engine. 

The target at which the shots were fired yes- 
terday was situated, ata distance of 2,100 yards, 
on the shore at Fort Wadsworth, the gun being 
placed on the glacis of Fort Hamilton. The first 
shot fired was one ——- 17 pounds, ca- 
pable of carrying from 10 to 2 pounds 
of dynamite. It was loaded wit the 
same weight of sand and lead, instead of 
dynamite. The pressure used was 485 pounds. 
The shot went 60 yards to the left and slightly 
above the target. exactly as Lieut. Zalinski had 
foretold it would do, owing tothe wind. The 
second shot, with a pressure of 480 pounds, went 
10 yards to the left of the target and 15 vards above 
it, burying itself completely in the hill. The 
third and last shot, which was sent in a blinding 
rain-storm, was a line shot, which went 25 yards 
short of the target and struck the water. 

“Tam well satisfied with the experiments,” 
said Lieut. Zalinski. ‘“ While these dynamite 
guns can never supersede the ordinary powder 
guns, they will be a very valuable auxiliary, as 
they can be used equally advantageously on land 
orsea. The pressure used to-day—480 and 485 
pounds—we shall increase to 2,000 pounds as soon 
as another engine is supplied. You know that 
the numerous attempts to throw dynamite with 
ordinary powder guns have nearly always met 
with disastrous results.”

EACH ACCUSING THE OTHER. 


DR. PEACOCK LAYS ALL THE BLAME ON 
HARRINGTON, AND VICE VERSA. 

The trial of John D. Harrington and 
Rufus W. Peacock for attempting to defraud 
the American Legion of Hohor by the insurance 
of Martha Dinan, who died shortly ufter from 
consumption, was continued at Jersey City yes- 
terday, before Justice McGill. Harrington testi- 
fied that he did not recommend Mrs. Dinan for 
membership, and never saw the woman until she 
came to the lodge to be initiated, though he ad- 
mitted that he and Peacock had been made 
Trustees in the case. He knew nothing about 


the original beneficiary named in the testimonial, 
nor the Sarah Van Fieet whose name was after- 
ward substituted. The cha was made, us he 
understood, as a matter of kindness. The first 
——" seed was an illegitimate child of the de- 
ceased. 

Dr. Peacock said that he held Mrs. Dinan’s 
certificate lest any accident should happen to 
her. She lived on a canal-boat, and it was feared 
that she might fall overboard and be drowned. 
It was thought best he should keep the evidence 
that there might be no difficulty in obtaining the 
money. The change in the name of the benefi- 
ciary was brought about by Harrington. After 
the change was made Harrington asked him to 
get the signature of Secretary Phillips, 
and return the certificate, which he did. 
At that time the names of Collier and 
Mrs. Dinan were not upon the certificate. When 
he saw the paper again, they were, having been 
written upon it by Harrington. At that time 
Harrington knew of the woman’s death. The 
arrangement with Mrs. Dinan was that her boy 
was to have one-fifth of the $5,000 insurance, and 
the witness and Harrington two-fifths each. The 
change of the beneficiary from the boy to Sarah 
Van Fleet after Mrs. Dinan’s death was against 
his protest. Harrington was recalied, and denied 
every one of Dr. Peacock’s statements. Judge 
McGill will charge the jury this morning. 
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ORDERED TO PAY DAMAGES. 

A verdict for $5,075 84 was rendered yes- 
terday in the Court of Common Pleas against 
the Metropolitan Elevated Railroad Company 
and in favorof Frederick M. Peyser, the owner 
of the premises No. 106 West Third-street, on 


the grounds that bis use and enjoyment of the 
street and of his premises were interfered with 
by the railway structure. Mr. Peyser sued for 
$7,000 damages. A Referee decided that the com- 
plaint set forth no cause of action. The Common 
Term, reversed the judgment 
entered on the Referee’s report, holding that it 
must be presumed that, as West Third-street 
was opened under the act of 1813, the cost of its 
opening had been levied on the owners of adja- 
cent land, and that such owners were, under the 
decision in the Story case, entitled to the unre- 
stricted use of the street, unless compensated for 
its deprivation. The railroad company denied 
that Mr. Peyser bad been deprived of an right; 
if he had any such rights he had been deprived 
of them by his own negligence and acquiescence 
in the doings of the company.

The ceiling is to be 
groined, and the interior decorations are to be 
very rich and costly: The seating capacity of 
the church will be 1,530, and the basement, which 
is to be used as a chanel, Sunday-school room, 
and lecture-room, will be arranged to accommo- 
date about 1,000 persons with seats. The cellar of 
the new edifice is panrly completed. and the con- 
gregation expects to in to worship in the 
basement by next November.
